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PREFACE 


With this, the twenty-seventh, volume, which opens at the 
beginning of May, 1684, the Calendar of State Papers Domestic 
belonging to the reign of King Charles II is brought to the eve 
of the King’s death on the sixth day of the following February. 
The series will be completed with a further volume, covering 
the whole reign and consisting of material not hitherto calen- 
dared, among which the papers of the Navy Board are of 
predominant importance. 


“ By April 1684,” as a recent historian has written, “ the 
royal triumph appeared to be complete.”’! The contents of the 
present volume may therefore be said to coincide exactly with 
the final phase of Charles’s reign. During these few months 
which remained to him his principal concern was to consolidate 
and maintain the position of virtually absolute sovereignty in 
which it had been the aim of his recent policy to establish 
himself. 

His brother was once more close in his counsels. On May 11 
the Commission of Admiralty was revoked (p. 12) and the King 
himself assumed the title of Lord High Admiral. But in effect 
the Duke of York was restored to the position which the Test 
debarred him from holding formally.2 Shortly afterwards the 
office of Secretary of the Admiralty was erected and Samuel 
Pepys, who as an adherent of the Duke’s had been under a 
cloud since 1679, was appointed to it (p. 41). When Sidney 
Godolphin, ‘‘ weary,” according to Burnet, “of the drudgery 
that lay on a Secretary of State,” exchanged that office, which 
he had held but four months, for the first commissionership 
of the Treasury and a barony (p. 130), he was succeeded by the 
Earl of Middleton, hitherto Secretary in Scotland (p. 127), who 
was of the Duke’s party and was to remain conspicuously faithful 
to him. 

Middleton’s patent was dated August 24. A month earlier 
there had been a new Commission of the Treasury (occasioned 
by the death of Sir Edward Dering), in which Sir Dudley North,

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Court nominee in the battle for the London shrievalty in 1682, 
and Henry Frederick Thynne were joined with the Earl of 
Rochester, Sir John Ernle and Sir Stephen Fox (p. 101). On 
August 25 this commission was superseded by another, in which 
the name of Godolphin was substituted for that of Rochester 
(p. 130); the earl becoming Lord President of the Council. 
According to his brother-in-law York, ‘‘ Lord Rochester had 
long desired to be out of the Treasury and prest” the Duke 
“and his friends in it very much and those who were not his 
friends knew nothing of it till it was resolved on ” (p. 131). But 
Burnet says that he had hoped that the office of Lord Treasurer 
would be revived in his favour, and Sir John Reresby believed 
that his removal from the board was the work of Lord Halifax, 
who, alluding to the earl’s promotion to ‘‘ a post superior in rank, 
but much inferior both in advantage and credit,’’ remarked that 
“he had heard of many kicked down stairs, but never of any 
that was kicked up stairs before,” and wrote to Reresby: “‘ You 
may believe I am not at all displeased to see such an adversary 
removed from the only place that could give him power and 
advantage ; and he beareth it with so little philosophy, that, if I 
had ill-nature enough, there is occasion given me to triumph.”’ ! 

“The wonder was,” Reresby comments, “how the finger of 
my Lord Privy Seal was able to effect this against the shoulder 
of the Duke of York,” and for the moment “ there seemed a 
possiblity that the moderate and humane counsels of Halifax 
would at last prevail, . . . that an age of marvels was about to 
be capped by the supreme marvel of all—the repentance of a 
Stuart.” 2 But this was an illusion. Charles, who in December 
was talking of dismissing Halifax from his Council,? persevered in 
his policy. 

One manifestation of this was the revocation of the Com- 
mission for Ecclesiastical Preferments (p. 155) and the resump- 
tion by the King of a free hand in the election of bishops. 
An exceptional number of sees, as it happened, fell vacant 
during these last months of the reign ; and some notable appoint- 
ments were made. Thus Thomas Smith was promoted from the 
deanery to the bishopric of Carlisle (p. 13), John Lake went from 
Sodor and Man to Bristol (p. 77), Francis Turner from Rochester 
to Ely (p. 123), Thomas Sprat from the deanery of Westminster 
to Rochester (p. 171), Peter Mews from Bath and Wells to

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Winchester (p. 211) and Thomas Ken, the King’s outspoken 
chaplain, to Bath and Wells (p. 266). Of some of these dig- 
nitaries Burnet has left vivid if prejudiced character-sketches.! 


By a proviso of the Act of 1664 which had repealed the 
Triennial Act of the Long Parliament a new parliament was due, 
and indeed more than due, to be summoned. But Charles, in 
spite of the advice of Halifax, had no intention of abiding by 
that enactment. When rumours to the contrary got abroad 
he caused a circular letter to be sent to the Lords Lieutenant 
and others, enjoining them to give them no credit, “ by all 
proper ways and means to disabuse his good subjects that they ” 
might “‘not be misled by any such false representations ”, and 
to use their ‘“‘ best endeavours to discourage such seditious 
practices, inconsistent with the peace and quiet of the king- 
dom,” as the promotion of “a tumultuous petition for the 
meeting of a parliament”? which he had been informed was 
designed (pp. 22, 23, 39). The Parliament of Scotland was to 
have met in March, 1685, the Duke of York going to Edinburgh 
as High Commissioner (see below, p. xxiii) ; but whether, had the 
King lived longer, the Lords and Commons would eventually 
have been called to Westminster it is impossible to determine. 


It was asserted that “ the Court and the great ones ”’ dared not 
look a parliament in the face,? but effective measures had certainly 
been taken to insure an amenable Lower House, at any rate so 
far as the representation of the boroughs was concerned. 
Warrants for new charters to a large number of towns, in every 
instance containing the all-important clause giving the King the 
power of veto on the election of officers, were issued during the 
period under consideration. In May there were grants to 
Canterbury (renewed in October) (pp. 11, 12), Plymouth (p. 25), 
Bury St. Edmunds (1b.), Great Yarmouth (ib.) and Dover (p. 37) ; 
in June to Richmond, Yorks. (p. 43), Buckingham (p. 52), Ipswich 
(p. 53) and Dartmouth (Clifton-Dartmouth-Hardness) (p. 81) ; 
in July to King’s Lynn (p. 86), Scarborough (p. 93) and Swansea 
(p. 94); in September to Totnes (p. 137), Colchester (p. 142) 
and Oxford (p. 155); in October to Barnstaple (p. 166) and 
Exeter (p. 170); in November to Lincoln (p. 202), Carlisle 
(p. 203), Macclesfield (2b.), Tiverton (p. 207), Helston (p. 209), 
Chester (p. 214), Leicester (1b.), Harwich (p. 215) and Chichester 
(p. 224); in December to Wigan (p. 232), Lyme Regis (p. 235),

without payment of the customary fees (pp. 194, 254), Neath 
(p. 256), Grantham (p. 257), Godmanchester (ib.), Preston 
(p. 260), Leominster (ib.), Newcastle-on-Tyne (p. 263), Devizes 
(p. 267) and Newark (p. 268) ; and in January, 1685, to Shrews- 
bury (p. 277), Worcester (p. 283), Beverley (p. 293) and Kingston- 
upon-Hull (p. 294). 

The majority of these grants followed the nominally voluntary 
surrender of old privileges, accompanied by petitions for their 
renewal on the King’s terms—and many such petitions had not 
been dealt with when the reign ended—but against several towns 
writs of Quo warranto had been issued :!  viz., Chester (p. 38), 
York (p. 39), St. Ives, Cornwall (p. 44), Scarborough (p. 45), 
Southwold (p. 118), Lichfield (p. 141), Berwick (2b.), Malmesbury 
(p. 151), Leominster (p. 168), Sudbury (pp. 213, 269), Gravesend 
(p. 216) and Poole (p. 228); while from Hadleigh some of the 
loyal inhabitants petitioned for a writ against the corporation, 
“they having been guilty of several illegal actions and great 
oppressions ”’ (p. 281). 

The manner in which the new charters were received may 
be gathered from the newsletters. That of Colchester was 
brought thither by the Duke of Albemarle as Recorder. ‘‘ He 
was met about three miles from the place with about 400 horse 
and, when he came to the gate, he was received by the two 
companies of the Trained Bands, and the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Common Council. He walked on foot from the gate to the 
Guildhall, the ground being covered with bayes. The charter 
was carried before him, the Mayor, etc., attending him, the 
bells ringing all the while and four pieces of cannon were often 
discharged. He was welcomed all the way to the Guildhall 
with the acclamations of the people, who testified their joy all 
night by making bonfires’ (p. 216). There were similar scenes 
at Lyme Regis. The charter “ was met by several gentlemen 
on horseback two miles from the town and received by the Trained 
Bands at the town’s end. The Mayor and Aldermen in their 
formalities carried it to the town house, where it was read, after 
which a great shout of God save the King and royal family. 
Then Capt. Alford, who was appointed by his Majesty, was 
sworn Mayor, who gave them a noble entertainment. The 
day ended with firing great guns and several volleys of small

shot and the night by making bonfires and all expressions of 
joy ” (p. 288). 

These manifestations of loyal enthusiasm did not preclude 
a good deal of dissatisfaction with, and opposition to, the Govern- 
ment’s proceedings ; as at Berwick (p. 231), Malmesbury (p. 151) 
and the notoriously factious Leominster, which was largely ruled 
by John Dutton Colt, its member in the late Parliament and now 
a prisoner in the King’s Bench at the suit of the Duke of York, 
and had lost its privileges through failure to elect its officers on 
the day appointed (pp. 168, 173, 186, 196). In settling the 
affairs of the last-named two towns a hand was taken by the 
Duke of Beaufort, whose immense influence in the West was 
vigorously exercised in the royal interest.! The boroughs 
within the Duchy of Cornwall surrendered through the Earl of 
Bath, as Lord Lieutenant (p. 245). 

A few further points arising from this wholesale revision of the 
municipal constitutions may be noted. It was the occasion for 
a jealous assertion of rights, both by the boroughs themselves 
and by other bodies or individuals who believed their own 
privileges to be in danger of encroachment. Thus Lowestoft 
petitioned that in the charter to be granted to Great Yarmouth 
the boundary between the two towns might be established in 
accordance with the judgment of the House of Lords in a suit 
between them (p. 13); the Bishop and Dean and Chapter of 
Chichester prayed for the continuance of the exemption of the 
cathedral and its close from the Mayor’s jurisdiction (pp. 129, 199); 
and at St. Albans, on the petition of the Justices, the special 
commission of the peace granted by James I to the Earl of 
Salisbury was abolished (p. 301, cf. previous vol., pp. 244, 341). 
The dispute between the city of Oxford and the university about 
the night watch, the locality of the fairs and the number of 
Aldermen was mentioned in the preface to the previous volume 
of this Calendar (pp. xvi, xvii). The history of its continuance 
and outcome may be traced in the present volume (pp. 4, 12, 
49-51, 64, 67, 85, 88, 89, 91, 92, 95, 97-99, 140, 155). One 
particular Oxford college, Queen’s, found a cause of grievance 
in a clause in the new charter to Andover allowing the corporation 
to change the site of the great fair at Weyhill, which was held 
to be prejudicial both to the college, as patrons of the living of

and open affronts.’”’ The Soapboilers’ Company made themselves particularly 
offensive by refusing to take part in the celebration of November 5, and the 
King determined to ‘‘ put them into the Attorney General’s hands ”’ (p, 241). 
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Weyhill, and to Ewelme Hospital, as landlords of the old fair- 
ground, and resulted in a series of lawsuits and a petition to the 
King (p. 298). 


Meanwhile the surrender of the charters of the Livery Com- 
panies of London, accompanied by petitions for their renewal, 
was also steadily proceeding.! In June the King decreed that 
the choice of officers named in the new charters to be granted 
should lie with the Lord Chief Justice (p. 80); and on these 
terms grants were made to the Apothecaries (pp. 94, 152), Grocers 
(p. 164), Drapers (p. 165), Saddlers (ib.), Merchant Tailors 
(p. 172), Leathersellers (p. 176), Plumbers (p. 178), Clothworkers 
(p. 210), Fishmongers (p. 218), Bakers (p. 252), Brewers (zb.), 
Glaziers (p. 254), Blacksmiths (7b.), Tilers and Bricklayers (7b.), 
Innholders (p. 259), Founders (p. 263) and Goldsmiths (p. 275), 
as well as to the Brewers of Exeter (p. 165). There is an 
unfinished entry of a warrant in favour of the Haberdashers, 
the writing of which was presumably interrupted by the King’s 
death (p. 306).

In May, according to a newsletter, there was “a discourse 
about town of a new conspiracy ” (p. 22). But there was little 
foundation for the rumour : the danger of effective opposition to 
the Government had been successfully scotched. There was 
discontent, but it was for the most part expressed with a dis- 
cretion born of experience. In the autumn an anonymous 
correspondent, who appears to have been a Government agent, 
was informing Sunderland of the temper and proceedings of the 
Whigs : 


I never knew the Whigs in London so wary in managing their 
discourses and of their company. If three or four be together on the 
Exchange talking of news or what each has to communicate, if two 
more of their own party join them, part of the rest walk away, how 
desirous soever they are to hear the discourse, for they choose to ask 
it of some that stay and walk singly again. . . 

In general all the Dissenters lie so under the lash of the penal 
statutes that it restrains them of taking the liberty as formerly in 
discourse. . . . A great number outwardly good Church of England 
men having little in them of preciseness, at this juncture speak more 
plainly and resolutely against the government than the Dissenters.

On January 3, 1685, there was referred 
to the Lords of the Treasury a petition of the Pinmakers’ Company praying the 
fulfilment of a contract into which the King had entered with them to prepare 
a stock of 20,0001. whereby to furnish them with wire, which should be bought 
of the King (p. 273). 
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There was a “ mighty party” which would apparently never 
be reconciled unless the Duke of York and the Duchess of Ports- 
mouth should die. ‘‘ Then they say there might be happy days 
under the present King.” ‘‘ When they talk of a parliament, 
they say the Court and the great ones dare not look a parliament 
in the face; therefore they expect none till some great change 
happen amongst them.” They looked to Europe—to a Pro- 
testant association there and the successes of the Turk—for their 
salvation (pp. 187, 188). 

In further letters the same writer described the effect on the 
malcontents of the acquittal of Joseph Hayes the linen-draper, 
charged with high treason in corresponding with Sir Thomas 
Armstrong (pp. 183, 216),! and of the trial of Thomas Rosewell, 
who, having been convicted of speaking treason in the pulpit 
on evidence palpably insufficient and tainted, moved for and was 
granted an arrest of judgment and was finally pardoned (pp. 
171, 180, 184, 221, 290, 297).2 


I have had more difficulty this week to understand the Whigs, 
for whereas at the beginning of last week and particularly the day 
after Rosewell’s trial they appeared to me to be enraged more than 
ordinary and as if they were looking every way how they might 
revenge themselves on the government, since the trial of Mr. Hayes, 
his success in being acquitted and the favour shown to Rosewell in 
allowing him counsel to argue the validity of the indictment they are 
like people metamorphosed and seemed so gratified that I suspected 
whether I could believe my own eyes and ears and whether some 
deeper contrivance was not on foot that required them to put on a 
face of submission while the part of the fox was to be acted... . 
The very cases of these two men make them at present as if they did 
not mind the Dissenters sufferers in prison, etc. Not that I believe 
them reconciled to the government or that it has wrought in them 
any resolutions of obedience but on the contrary that their principles 
are the same and as willing to see a change as ever. Yet by this they 
have discovered they are people who may be managed and in some 
respects they are more easy than I took them to be. How long this 
humour will last is uncertain, for I look on it as accidental (pp. 222, 
223). 


A few days later he wrote: 


I would not be understood to represent things better than they are 
or to occasion security concerning the Whigs, but I must still say the 
coming of Mr. Hayes and the favour they apprehend shown to 
Rosewell strangely contents them at present and they speak more 
reverently of the King, saying Rosewell’s case has been truly repre- 
sented to.him and that he is merciful and of himself desirous justice 
should take place but that the truth is for the most part kept from his 
knowledge by men who drive on other designs. Being yesterday 
in a very private debate with a great Whig, who knows much of the

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party, I said that I observed a great calmness amongst the Dissenting 
party on Rosewell’s case and Hayes’ success and that I wondered 
men who appeared all in a flame one week could be so easily quieted, 
when, though those two were like to escape, that made little in respect 
to the condition of the nation. He answered, It’s true by reason 
they looked on Rosewell’s case as so very hard. That every man 
might as well as he be hanged for preaching at a conventicle, if not 
many that preach at the parish churches, and that when an over- 
credulous jury had found him guilty on such infamous evidence and 
that by the Lord Chief Justice’s law he was convicted and might 
have been executed. That the King should interpose. And they say 
his Majesty asked, What ! was so many at this conventicle and could 
none hear this treason but these three women? That this great 
justice and mercy in the King, when they were so passionately con- 
cerned for these men’s cases, extremely satisfies them at present ; 
yet, if once any appearance of alteration happen they will all turn 
at once to insist on national grievances, ete. And which more 
confirms this to be their humour, I observe some news from Scotland 
is strangely hearkened after. I perceive our London Whigs would 
have others begin but they would quickly be ready to lift a wheel 
(p. 226). 


That there were those who were ready to rise when opportunity 
offered appears from two letters referring to projected attempts 
on Portsmouth, Plymouth and other towns in the West (pp. 
189, 207). But Lord Plymouth, arriving at Hull, of which town 
he was Governor, at the beginning of 1685, wrote to Sunderland : 
“By the best inquiries I could make in the countries I came 
through I met with great sadness but, as I thought, with very 
peaceable intentions. The like I find here and I am informed 
the adjacent parts are of the same temper ”’ (p. 278). 


Of those implicated in the plots of 1683 the accounts had 
nearly all been settled. Monmouth, who had gone abroad early 
in 1684, arrived at Brussels on May 3 (apparently new style).! 
He was publicly welcomed by the Governor, the Marquis di 
Grana, who presented him with two horses and lent him a coach 
and six footmen until he should have had time to provide himself. 
The Duke hired a house for a twelvemonth and proceeded to 
furnish it richly (p. 7). A few weeks later he was at Dieren 
with the Prince of Orange, whose cordial reception of him earned 
him a rebuke from the Duke of York (p. 96). When, about 
the beginning of October, Monmouth joined the Prince at the 
Hague, the King was so disgusted with his Dutch cousin’s “ extra- 
ordinary carressing”’ of his son that he forbade the English 
envoy, Chudleigh, to visit the Prince and ordered him to “ declare 
his indignation ” to the States and the other foreign ministers. 
The Duke had been given a house which had belonged to the

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Prince’s grandmother (pp. 168, 171). Shortly afterwards he 
was rumoured to be coming to England, though there was also a 
report that he intended to settle at the Hague for the winter 
(p. 177), and at the end of November he was said to be in London 
and at Whitehall (pp. 226, 227), as he actually was.! He returned 
to the Hague, however, coming from Brussels, in the first days of 
the new year, and again, ‘to the great admiration of most people,” 
was well received by the Prince, who offered him a house and 
servants although, at the time of the report, “‘ he still lodged in 
a public inn” (p. 273). Before the end of January he was 
preparing to return to Brussels in the coming spring (p. 298). 
His journey thither was prevented by the news of his father’s 
death and the change in his situation which was its consequence. 

As to others concerned in the conspiracy the proceedings 
relating to James Holloway, the West India merchant, figured 
prominently in the previous volume (see pp. xii, xiii). He was 
executed on April 30 and on May 5 a warrant was directed to the 
Sheriffs of London and the Keeper of Newgate for having his 
head and quarters carried to Bristol and another to the Mayor 
and Sheriffs of Bristol for causing them to be affixed on poles 
on the gates of that city (pp. 5, 6). Rumsey and West, the 
informers, made haste to vindicate themselves from the charges 
brought against them in his confession (pp. 18, 40). In the follow- 
ing month Sir Thomas Armstrong, who had been seized at Leyden 
on a warrant which Chudleigh had obtained from the States, 
was brought to the bar of the King’s Bench, where Jeffreys 
refused him trial and condemned him to death on his outlawry, 
although he pleaded his ignorance of it and its invalidity on the 
ground that he had been out of the kingdom when it was pro- 
nounced (p. 54). The informations of West, Rumsey, Sheppard, 
Bourne and Lord Howard had implicated him in the conspiracy 
(pp. 48, 49), but the legality of Jeffreys’ sentence, which was 
reversed after the Revolution, has been called in question.? 
Armstrong’s daughter protested in court that her father was to 
be murdered ; for which she was committed but immediately 
discharged (p. 55). His head was set up on the top of West- 
minster Hall, and three of his quarters were exhibited in London 
and one at Stafford (pp. 77, 78). 

In December an anonymous information led the Government 
to suspect that a number of persons who had been involved in 
the conspiracy were on the point of escaping abroad in a ship 
bound for Cadiz, but Atterbury the messenger, despatched to

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Gravesend with a search warrant, found nothing to justify any 
arrest (pp. 229, 231, 236). 

Meanwhile the estates of those who had been found guilty 
were being disposed of (pp. 7, 9, 63, 120, 121, 137, 228), and the 
arms seized from disaffected persons were assigned to the use of 
the militia (pp. 26, 33, 83). 

In November, 1684, John Locke, suspect on account of his 
association with Shaftesbury, was removed from his studentship 
at Christ Church (pp. 198, 203, 206, 211). He was already in 
Holland, where he stayed until after the Revolution. 


There was no abatement in the severity with which the law 
was enforced against the sectaries. At the Old Bailey sessions 
in May there was a proclamation made for summoning all Dis- 
senters against whom Capiases had been issued out of the Pre- 
rogative Court, but none put in an appearance (p. 22, cf. p. 305). 
In October about sixty persons taken at conventicles were tried 
at the Guildhall, convicted and fined or sent to prison in default 
of payment (pp. 167, 177); while in December at the Guildhall 
and Hicks’ Hall no less than four hundred were found guilty 
and fined (pp. 242, 243). Sir Francis Wythens, giving the charge 
to the Middlesex Grand Jury in January, 1685, “told them to 
present such as frequent conventicles and said people should 
have a care how they go to conventicles, for, if the preacher 
should speak any treason, and if the hearers do not immediately 
go and declare it to one of the Secretaries or other minister of 
State, they will be guilty of misprision of treason’”’ (p. 302). 
William Jenkyn, an ejected vicar, here described as “‘ Jenkins, 
a great Nonconformist minister,’’ was taken while preaching in 
Moorfields “in the habit of a countryman” and, although, 
according to the report, an attempt was made to bribe his captors, 
was carried before Sir James Edwards and committed to Newgate 
(p. 134); where, being over seventy and already in ill health, 
he shortly afterwards died (p. 293). Three other preachers who 
were with him and most of the congregation had made their 
escape, and Jenkyn, it is said, ‘‘ owed his arrest to his politeness 
in stopping for a lady whose train blocked the stairs.”! Edwards 
also imprisoned John Faldo, pastor of Plasterers’ Hall in 
Aldermanbury, who was arrested in the street and refused to 
take the oaths of allegiance and supremacy (pp. 167, 168). 
Richard Baxter, together with two others, Franklin and Hewes, 
appeared at Hicks’ Hall in October. Franklin and Hewes were 
committed, but Baxter was given time to find security (p. 171).

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On being brought to the Old Bailey in January, however, he 
refused the oath of allegiance, “‘ saying he would not take any 
promissory oath,” and was remanded to prison for trial at the 
next sessions (p. 293). To the case of Thomas Rosewell, with 
its remarkable effect upon the Whigs, reference has already been 
made (p. xi). 


The printed word was scrutinised as carefully and, where it 
was found offensive to the Government, was dealt with as severely 
as the spoken. In May Robert Inham was brought to the 
King’s Bench bar for publishing a scandalous libel entitled 
Old Simon the King. He pleaded not guilty and was remanded 
(p. 39). In the following month Francis (“ Elephant ”’) Smith, 
the printer of Shaftesbury’s Association and other obnoxious 
works, stood in the pillory at the Royal Exchange (p. 80).! 
Nathaniel Thompson was tried in November for printing The 
Prodigal Returned Home, a pamphlet denying the King’s supre- 
macy in ecclesiastical affairs, and convicted on the evidence 
of Robert Stephens, the Messenger for the Press (p. 224). ‘‘ They 
say,” wrote Sunderland’s anonymous correspondent, “it’s a 
wonder he should be committed for printing Popish books and 
that the Whiggish books he has printed give the greatest offence 
and, it appearing that he is a mercenary fellow for any side that 
pays him well, the Popish books, being directly against the laws, 
will be made use of to punish him” (p. 187). In January 
warrants were issued for the apprehension of Henry Care, formerly 
editor of The Weekly Pacquet of Advice from Rome (p. 272), and 
several other disseminators of treason (pp. 275, 277, 280, 282, 
286, 294, 296), and in the same month, after being examined by 
L’Estrange (p. 271), Mrs. Holmes was indicted of “ setting forth 
a false seditious libel called The Inquiry into and Vindication of 
the barbarous Murder of the late Earl of Essex or Vindication of the 
said Earl from the Scandal of murdering himself. She pleaded 
not guilty and was turned over to the King’s Bench (p. 297). 
The endeavour to fix responsibility for the story that Essex had 
been assassinated was extended to Holland and, on representations 
made through Chudleigh, the printers and booksellers of the 
Hague were examined by the authorities there (pp. 302, 303). 

The Stationers’ Company had received their new charter, 
“‘ with more privileges than formerly ” (p. 35). Those privileges, 
however, were more apparent than real. They had been obtained

the Government placed on L’Estrange at this time is illustrated 
by a letter which Sunderland wrote him on December 17, 1684. 
It signified that the King, being “ given to understand that many 
treasonous, seditious, scandalous and schismatical libels are 
printed, published and dispersed in and about London,” would 
have the Surveyor put in full execution, “‘for preventing or 
suppressing these intolerable liberties of the press,’ the powers 
of search and seizure granted him in his patent, and commanded 
him forthwith to “‘ give notice to the Master of the Stationers’ 
Company to call a court, where he is to be present, to give them 
notice of his Majesty’s pleasure therein and also to require in his 
Majesty’s name that they advise with him from time to time on 
the means of a better regulation of their Company and to meet and 
debate the matter as often as shall be necessary, and he is also 
to report from time to time his proceedings on the proposals offered 
by himself or by the Company ” (p. 256). Sunderland also wrote 
to the Master and Wardens of the Company in the same sense 
(p. 257). Shortly afterwards the Stationers petitioned the King 
to appoint licensers of the press, ‘‘in such manner as was formerly 
set forth by a decree of Star Chamber and afterwards by a late 
Act of Parliament ” and to prescribe such other measures for the 
government of the Company as might enable them to discharge 
their duty in suppressing obnoxious publications. The petition 
was referred to the Surveyor (p. 275). 


L’Estrange was also busy about another matter. On May 11, 
1684, Titus Oates was arrested at the suit of the Duke of York 
in an action of Scandalum magnatum and carried to the Compter, 
whence he was transferred to the King’s Bench prison (pp. 
11, 30, 44). As he refused to plead, judgment went against 
him by default, the jury assessing the damages at 100,0001. 
and the costs at 20s.2 This was only a first instalment of the 
price which he was to pay for his villainies. “‘ The discourse of 
an indictment for high treason being to be brought against 
Oates,” a newswriter reported a week after the verdict in the 
Duke’s action, ‘is not laid aside’”’ (pp. 79, 80). The charge, 
however, was to be one not of high treason but of perjury, and in 
November the Attorney General moved that a day might be

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appointed for his trial in the following term (p. 221). On Decem- 
ber 12 he was taken to the Old Bailey from the King’s Bench 
prison, where he had been kept pending the payment of his fine, 
to answer an indictment of perjury (the second to be brought) 
which had been found against him on the previous day. He 
pleaded not guilty and asked for a Certiorari, which was granted. 
“Then he moved that his irons might be taken off, urging it 
was contrary to law, to which he was answered that an infor- 
mation had been given that he designed to break gaol, and so 
he was ordered to be kept in safe custody and, if the Marshal 
had done anything contrary to law, he had his action against 
him ” (pp. 250, 251). The dates of his trials on the two indict- 
ments were eventually fixed for February 7 and February 9 
respectively (p. 293). The last sentence in this Calendar, from a 
newsletter of February 5, states that “a motion was made that 
Mr. Oates might be brought up to-morrow, which is granted, 
provided the Marshal take care of him, his trial not being till 
Saturday ” (p. 312). The King’s death on the following morning 
caused the postponement of proceedings until May. 

It was in preparing the case against Oates that Roger 
L’Estrange, of whose ‘“‘ scandalous pamphlets ”’ the doctor had 
lately been complaining, found employment apart from his 
campaign against the seditious printers. For this purpose he 
was given the use of the documents relating to the Popish Plot, 
the Journal of the House of Commons, the informations and 
examinations, and the minute books and transactions of the 
secret committee of the Lords (pp. 15, 118, 197). There being a 
doubt that the printed reports of the trials of Ireland, Langhorne 
and the Jesuits were correct, he was authorised “‘ to make inquiry 
after the shorthand writers of them and the writers of the copies 
from which they were printed and who corrected them for the 
press and to demand the sight and their interpretation of their 
original notes and papers, which it is not to be doubted they 
have kept for their own justification, it being of dangerous 
consequence for people to expose the justice of the nation in 
such cases and afterwards to pretend to have lost their copies ” 
(p. 132). Information having been received concerning the 
‘“‘manage”’ of Fitzharris, Prance and others while in confinement, 
he was to inquire into “ the practices of those that came to them 
and had to do with them by any unlawful and unwarrantable 
ways,” assuring the Keepers of the prisons and those employed by 
them of the King’s “‘ particular favour even in case of their own 
failings or misdemeanours on a full and clear declaration of the 
truth ” (p. 166). He was also to take the sworn informations of 
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a number of individuals, several of whom afterwards appeared 
in court as witnesses for the prosecution (pp. 118, 210, 230). 


With the great business of the Quo Warranto concluded the 
affairs of London, apart from the charters of the Livery Com- 
panies, are less prominent in this than in previous volumes. In 
September it was reported that the City was to have a new 
charter, which had been approved by the Lord Chief Justice 
(p. 142). On October 6 Jeffreys held a sessions for Middlesex 
in the King’s Bench court, where he addressed the Grand Jury, 
“a condescension not known ”’ (p. 167). The markets of London 
were farmed to a Mr. Kilnar, formerly a silk-merchant in Milk 
Street, for 3,6001. a year (p. 177), and the Court of Aldermen 
met about the Orphans’ money! and decided “‘to have a year’s 
interest of what is past added to the principal and to pay the 
principal without any interest at 6d. in the pound yearly till it’s 
paid ” (p. 179). On October 29 the new Lord Mayor, Sir James 
Smith, was sworn at the Exchequer bar, coming “in great 
splendour ”’ and afterwards dining with the barons and judges 
as guest of the Recorder (p. 189). The suit of Sir William 
Prichard against Thomas Papillon for false arrest during his 
mayoralty was heard at the Guildhall early in November, the plain- 
tiff being awarded 10,0001. damages (p. 200).2. On December 8, 
in pursuance of letters patent of September 29, the Lord Mayor, 
six Aldermen and the Chamberlain were granted the revenues 
of the City and of the London hospitals (St. Bartholomew’s, 
Christ’s, Bridewell, Bethlehem and St. Thomas’s) in trust to 
make leases and grants for terms not exceeding 21 years or three 
lives (p. 240). Judge Wythens’s charge to the Middlesex Grand 
Jury in January has already been quoted (p. xiv). Besides his 
animadversions on conventicles, he instructed them to “see after 
the innkeepers that they do not extort too much gain by oats 
and hay, and he also told them there was a great complaint against 
bawdy houses and that no presentment is at any time made against 
them ” (p. 302). 

With regard to particular institutions in or about London 
there are several entries of interest. The boundaries and 
limits of the liberties of the Tower were to be ascertained (pp. 14, 
15). There had been a riot in the Middle Temple during the 
revels at Christmas, 1683, and the barristers and gentlemen

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students concerned petitioned that all suits commenced against 
them in the King’s name might be stopped by a Nolle prosequi 
(p. 26). After reference to the Attorney General this petition 
was granted (p. 42). In January, 1685, however, there were once 
more some young ‘'emplars in custody: they were granted bail 
in 5001. apiece to appear the last day of the term and admonished 
“to go and make their submission to the Benchers, for there 
should be no such thing as keeping Christmas hereafter without 
leave from the Benchers ”’ (pp. 297, 298). The congregation of the 
French church in the Savoy, after the assent of the Master of the 
Savoy had been obtained, were given permission to enlarge their 
church, which was much too small for their present numbers, 
according to a draft made by Sir Christopher Wren as Surveyor 
General of the Works (pp. 82, 115, 226). At the same time the 
Attorney General was desired to examine the charters and privi- 
leges of the congregation and propose a scheme for their better 
regulation (p. 83). By royal letters to the Archbishops of Canter- 
bury and York the bishops were exhorted to contribute, and to 
persuade others to contribute, to the completion and endowment 
of Chelsea Hospital (p. 209). On the morning of December 10 
** several young gentlemen, who are scholars at St. Paul’s School, 
having their Master with them, waited on his Royal Highness, 
where Lord Dartmouth’s son presented him with a paper of their 
thanks for getting them a play day with their hearty prayers 
for the prosperity of his Majesty and the royal family, which 
his Royal Highness received very kindly and gave orders to their 
Master to be very careful to teach them their duty to the Church 
and Crown ” (p. 248). John Osborne and others complained to 
the Governors of the Charterhouse that their tenants in Bar- 
tholomew fair, notwithstanding the Governors’ order to the 
contrary, had continued to hold raffles and lotteries to the 
prejudice of the loyal indigent officers to whom the King had 
granted the sole use of lotteries, and that when the writers had 
proceeded against the offenders before the Lord Mayor, the clerk 
of the hospital (though he had been paid for drawing up the order 
cited) had appeared against them, to the great disadvantage of 
their cause (p. 269). The Duke of Albemarle was granted a 
market twice weekly and two yearly fairs at Rotherhithe and a 
ferry across the Thames between Rotherhithe and Ratcliff Cross 
(p. 206). 


In Scotland there were several noteworthy changes in the higher 
offices of State. On June 13 the Earl of Aberdeen, who was 
considered not to have displayed sufficient severity, was succeeded 
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as Chancellor by the Earl of Perth, among whose distinctions is 
to have introduced the thumbscrew into the machinery of Scots 
legal procedure ; the Earl of Linlithgow succeeded Perth as 
Justice General; and a new Privy Council was nominated 
(pp. 52, 53). When Middleton was transferred to Whitehall, 
John Drummond of Lundin, Perth’s brother and _ hitherto 
Treasurer Deput, was appointed Secretary of State (p. 145) ; 
while the Earl of Kintore became Treasurer Deput (p. 243). 
On November 3 Queensberry, the Treasurer Principal, was 
granted the dukedom which he had long coveted (p. 195). 

The policy of the Crown was prosecuted with greater rigour 
even than in England. On June 14 additional instructions were 
sent to the secret committee of the Privy Council which had been 
created in the previous November (p. 55, cf. previous vol., p. 111) ; 
and they were largely concerned with enforcing the law against 
rebels and suspects. Among other things they provided for the 
raising of a force in the northern shires and the Highlands “ for 
preventing and suppressing commotions,”’ to be maintained out 
of Fife and the other southern and western shires, where com- 
mittees were to be appointed. As in the previous year a com- 
mission selected from members of the Privy Council was also 
sent into the southern and western shires to hold circuit courts 
of justiciary (pp. 125, 149), and its activities proved so successful 
that similar bodies were subsequently ordered to be despatched 
into Fife and Kinross, the Lothians and the country between 
Spey and Ness (p. 249). Two new troops, to be commanded 
respectively by the Earl of Drumlanrig and Lord William Douglas, 
were added to the regiment of horse commanded by John Graham 
of Claverhouse (pp. 62, 234). Elaborate ‘‘ renewed and additional 
instructions ’’ were sent to the Mustermaster General (p. 200). 

One clause in the instructions to the secret committee directed 
the disarming of all disaffected persons in the shires of Argyll 
and Tarbat and the demolition of such castles and strong houses 
there as had belonged to the late Earl of Argyll and had not 
been garrisoned. Accordingly a commission was sent to the 
Marquess of Atholl to be lieutenant in those shires with the 
necessary powers, and detailed instructions, naming particular 
persons to be apprehended, accompanied the commission (p. 104). 
The disposition of the forfeited estates of Argyll, as of lesser 
fines and forfeitures, were among the subjects of instructions 
sent to the Treasurer Principal and Treasurer Deput (p. 56) at 
the same time as those to the secret committee, and also of. 
several subsequent warrants (pp. 58-60, 69-72). 

On June 16 the King wrote to the Lord Provost and 
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magistrates of Edinburgh “thanking them for their great care 
and diligence in suppressing irregularities and disorders, especi- 
ally those occasioned by the Fanatics and such as _ privately 
favour them in the prosecution of their factious and seditious 
designs ”’ (p. 63). 

A paper from Edinburgh dated September 17 contains a good 
deal of information about those who had been made prisoners 
as concerned in the conspiracy ; some of whom have figured 
more largely in earlier volumes of this Calendar. The Earl of 
Tarras had just been taken and was in Edinburgh Castle. “A 
judicious gentlemen told me . . . that in all probability he will 
lose his head .. . and that within a short time.” ! James 
Murray of Philiphaugh and Hugh Scott of Galashiels were in the 
Tolbooth. The former had proclaimed his loyalty, and that of 
his family, ‘‘ but afterwards tripped in one word, for which and 
denying to inform what he knew of the plot he was threatened 
with torture and the boots laid before him, which much damped 
him.” 2 Campbell of Ardkinglas, Gordon of Earlstoun, Com- 
missary Monro and some others had been removed from the 
Tolbooth to Blackness Castle, that there might be room for others 
in the Tolbooth, “ where there is a great throng and the rooms 
unwholesome by the throng.” The two Campbells of Cessnock 
had been sent to the Bass. Spence and Carstairs had confessed 
under torture, Monro 3 and Ardkinglas without that persuasion, 
but their revelations were being kept very secret. The Earl of 
Haddington was reported to have been sent to the Castle. On 
the previous Tuesday all the town ports had been closed for ten 
hours, while the Bishop of Edinburgh, the ministers and elders 
were convened by the Council to delate disorderly persons that 
kept not church. “‘ The ministers got it waived, but the elders 
were deeply sworn to be faithful in the delation and were sent 
with soldiers to apprehend several inhabitants,” of whom some 
escaped but twelve or fourteen were taken and imprisoned 
(p. 148, cf. p. 152). 

Meanwhile at Berwick and across the Border a sharp lookout 
was being kept for fugitives. Many were seized, among them 
Patrick Muir, a brother of Sir William Muir of Rowallan, already 
a prisoner (p. 155, cf. pp. 178, 182, 188, 194). The premature 
release of Andrew Riddell and John Henderson by the magistrates

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of Northumberland was the occasion of a considerable corre- 
spondence (pp. 160-217 passim). 

The publication on October 28 of James Renwick’s Apologetical 
Declaration and Admonitory Vindication—that ‘villainous 
rebellious declaration’ put out by ‘‘a mad fanatical sort of 
people,”’ as Sunderland called it (p. 225)—was a signal for still 
greater activity on the part of the Government. On November 
24 the King wrote to the Lords of the Council approving the 
methods which they had adopted or should adopt “ towards 
the utter extirpation of the said bloody and irreclaimable rebels ”’ 
—“‘ the few rebels yet remaining in Scotland,” who, in the words 
of the preamble of this royal letter, ‘‘ despairing of any further 
security or maintenance there, join themselves in little troops 
so as to force a shelter and means of subsistence from our good 
people and, that they may be more secure from discoveries, 
hide themselves in mountainous and boggy places or walk 
without arms as peaceable subjects, having also lately arrived 
at that height of boldness as by a statute of their pretended 
General Assembly to declare a pretended war against us and all 
who own us and our authority, whereby they most impiously 
conclude that they are bound in duty to murder us and them as 
they can have any opportunity, which they take by convocating 
secretly in the night, assassinating our good people, where they 
can overpower them, and particularly of late some soldiers, 
whom they murdered in a most barbarous manner ”’ (p. 219). 
To frustrate the designs of the rebels the Council had drawn up 
an oath of abjuration to be administered to all inhabitants of the 
disaffected districts. Those who refused it were to be “ killed 
by military execution.” Those who took it were to receive a 
certificate, without which they were not to travel from their 
homes under pain of being held guilty of subscribing to the declara- 
tion (cf. p. 285). Concerning the well-known activities of 
Claverhouse in this connection not much is here recorded, but a 
newsletter of December 13 mentions the imposition of heavy 
fines on a number of persons convicted of corresponding with 
the rebels, that on Maxwell of Pollock amounting to 8,0001. 
(p. 251), and one of January 15 the capture of several rebel 
who had fixed up the declaration (p. 287). 

On January 29, 1685, the day on which Tarras received his 
pardon, warrants were issued for the pursuit of Sir William Scott 
younger of Harden and that inveterate plotter, Robert Ferguson 
(p. 303). 

On August 20, 1684, the Parliament of Scotland, already 
adjourned until September 9, was further adjourned until 
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March 10 (p. 125). Of his determination that it should actually 
meet on that date the King apprised the secret committee of the 
Privy Council on November 8, entrusting them with a letter in 
the same sense to the Privy Council at large which they were not 
to deliver until they should think fit to make this intention 
public (p. 204). The Duke of York as High Commissioner was 
to go to Edinburgh in February, and to stay there for three weeks 
(p. 247) ; and on December 24 the King wrote to the Chancellor 
and Privy Council that since his brother could not stay in Scotland 
so long nor was it fit to keep the members of the Parliament so 
long together that sixty days might run from their first meeting 
before the processes to be raised against those accessory to the 
late conspiracy and other crimes of treason could come in, the 
Lord Advocate was to raise processes immediately and the 
Privy Council was to pursue them in the ordinary form, a sum- 
mons being raised under the quarter seal and another in the 
forms usually observed in parliaments (p. 265). Early in January 
arrangements began to be made for the Duke’s reception. Holy- 
rood House was to be prepared, repaired and vacated for his 
reception, only Perth and Queensberry being allowed to retain 
their lodgings there (pp. 276, 277). New liveries were to be pro- 
vided for the trumpeters and kettle-drummer of the troop of 
Guard and for the ordinary trumpeters, and the kettle-drummer 
was also to have a new pair of drums (p. 279). These preparations 
were rendered abortive by the King’s death. 


The affairs of Ireland play no great part in this volume. 
Ormonde’s long tenure of the lord-lieutenancy came to an end in 
October, and Rochester, glad to relinquish the office which had 
been thrust upon him (see above, p. vi), was appointed his 
successor. His patent contained a significant new clause: 
concessione et dispositione omnium commissionum officiariis 
exercitus nostri in dicto regno salva semper nobis et omnino 
reservata (p. 265). 

Detailed instructions to the Commissioners for the remedy of 
defective titles were issued on May 13 (p. 16) and additions 
made to them in August (p. 114). A grant of strand lands, 
marshlands, slobs and such other lands all round the coast as 
might be recovered from the sea was made to Henry Slingesby 
(p. 78). 

On August 4 a warrant was sent to the Lord Lieutenant for 
seizing rebels escaped to Ireland from Scotland and for sending 
them back to that country to be dealt with by the Privy Council 
(p. 114), and after the appearance of the Apologetical Declaration 
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a good deal of correspondence on this subject and on the rebellion 
which the Scots fugitives were believed to be fomenting in 
Ireland passed between Dublin and Whitehall (pp. 211, 225, 
246, 257, 261, 262, 265, 272). 

The rebuilding of Dublin Castle was the subject of a warrant 
dated June 24. The buildings occupied by the Chief Governor 
had lately been burned, and the old walls of the castle were very 
ruinous and decayed, ‘‘and also so high that the air within is 
not so healthful nor the habitation therein so pleasant as it might 
be otherwise.”’ The walls and so many of the towers as should 
be thought fit were therefore to be taken down and new buildings 
erected according to a model approved by the King, “‘ the same 
to be still and for ever called Dublin Castle” (p. 103). ‘‘ The 
castle, where I make a very uneasy and unpleasant shift to 
lodge and eat,’’ Ormonde told Sunderland in September, “‘ will 
not be sufferable or indeed possible even until a new house shall 
be building and the only expedient I can find is that his Majesty 
will be at 1,000/. charge for an addition to a little lodge about 
two miles off, whence the Chief Governor may come to church 
and Council with less inconvenience than he can live anywhere 
in town ”’ (p. 136). 

By a warrant of June 14 the city of Londonderry was granted 
a guild of the staple, two additional fairs, and the modification 
of an inconvenient clause in their charter which made it necessary 
that the Recorder as well as the Mayor should be present at 
sessions (p. 61). 


There are a number of entries interesting to the student of 
colonial history. Proceedings having been started against the 
Bermudas Company on a Quo warranto, the company petitioned 
for their stay. The Attorney General, however, was directed to 
demand judgment but, when it had been given, to forbear 
entering it until further order (p. 51). In the event the rights 
of the company were assumed by the Crown, and on December 10 
the offices of Provost Marshal General or Sheriff, Secretary of the 
islands, Secretary to the Governor and Council, and Clerk of the 
Assembly were erected and all granted to John Tucker during 
pleasure (p. 245). 

The Attorney General was also directed to proceed with all 
expedition in the prosecution against the charter of the Mas- 
sachusetts (p. 51), which in October, 1684, was adjudged to have 
been forfeited; the territory being merged, with New York, 
East and West New Jersey, Rhode Island and eventually 
Connecticut, in the Crown colony of New England, 
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On August 22 the Earl of Perth, Sir George Mackenzie and 
John Drummond wrote to Sunderland protesting against the 
violation by William Penn of their rights in East New Jersey, 
**Master Penn’s interest prevailing with him more than the 
unconcernedness in the world pretended to so much by him ” 
(p. 126). 

On August 4 a warrant was issued to the Sheriffs of London 
and Middlesex relating to the transportation of convicts to 
St. Christopher’s (p. 111), and on November 24 there was one to 
the Privy Council of Scotland arranging for the shipment of 
“idle or vagrant persons and other criminals troublesome to 
the government ”’ from that country to Barbados (p. 220). 

The captains of the convoys going to Newfoundland were to 
give a more sufficient account of the state of the fishery and 
inhabitants there than they had done for the last three years 
(p. 34).° 

On November 13 a petition from the consul and merchants in 
the Canary Islands, complaining of exactions by the farmers 
of the customs there in contravention of the treaty of commerce 
between England and Spain, was referred to the Committee for 
Trade (p. 208). 

A newsletter of December 9 mentions a report brought by an 
East India merchantman of a revolt at Bombay (p. 242), a 
reference, presumably, to Robert Keigwin’s mutiny in the previous 
year. 


To projects of a practical, mechanical or scientific nature 
Charles II was always sympathetic. Thus in furtherance of a 
survey of the coasts of Great Britain undertaken by his hydro- 
grapher, Captain Greenvile Collins, he reeommended his subjects 
of rank or of official or intellectual standing, “‘ and particularly 
the officers of the Navy and traders and navigators,” to encourage 
the enterprise with their subscriptions and assistance (p. 21). 
The results of Collins’s labours were published in 1693 as Great 
Britain’s Coasting Pilot. 

The Earl of Gainsborough put forward a scheme for conveying 
water from the springs of Hampstead to London and the suburbs 
and with due safeguards a licence was granted him to carry it 
out, “and for that purpose to set up engines and instruments 
and to dig and break up the earth and pavements . . . of any 
of the King’s highways and grounds.” A rent not exceeding 
one-third of the clear yearly profit of the undertaking was reserved 
to the Crown, but the earl subsequently petitioned for a more 
exact assessment of his contingent liabilities (pp. 77, 111, 231). 
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To the Earl of Rochester, as Keeper of the New Park near 
Richmond, a warrant was granted ‘“‘ approving of his having 
caused for the better support of the deer there several drains and 
water courses to be cleansed, new grates to be made and divers 
old ones repaired as also some timber trees to be cut down for 
erecting four new Dutch barns and some underwood or young 
poles to be drawn out of the underwood to be cut down, where 
they grew too thick and where two or three grew out of one root, 
that so not only the others might thrive better but the ground 
be drained and meliorated by the benefit of the sun and air, 
whereby the grass will become much sweeter,’ and empowering 
him, when he should think it necessary, ‘‘ to cause any bushes, 
dottard, pollard or other trees to be cut down, the thick covert 
of furzes to be grubbed up, the brakes and fern to be mowed, 
the walls to be mended, the lodges to be repaired and new ones 
built ’” and other repairs and improvements to be made; the 
King not doubting that thus the park, “so near the royal palace 
and abode,’ would be made “ more beautiful and useful ”’ 
(p. 85). 

A patent of his inventions, in extension of one of 1671, was 
granted to John Dwight, ‘ who has set up at Fulham several 
new manufactures of earthen ware called white gorges, marble 
porcelain vessels, statues and figures and fine stone gorges, and 
has discovered the mystery of transparent porcelain and opaceous 
red and dark coloured porcelain on China and Persian wares 
and the mystery of the Cologne or stone wares and is endeavouring 
to settle the manufactures of all the said wares in England ”’ 
(p. 24). It may be noted that in the view of modern experts 
the use of the word “ porcelain’ is here inaccurate, and that 
what Dwight had succeeded in producing was “ in reality a fine 
stoneware, almost white, and translucent in its thinner parts.” ! 
His is, however, an important name in the history of English 
ceramics. 

Other patents granted during this period were :—to John 
Clignet of Limerick for “a new device or engine much like a 
calash with two or more wheels, wherein one or more may travel 
with great ease and safety, in which two particulars it differs 
much from any coach or calash hitherto invented ” (p. 46); to 
James Delabadie for an engine for beautifying cloths, friezes and 
other woollen manufactures (p. 100); to Christopher Jackson 
of Ryther for a mill either for wind or water which would dissolve, 
whiten and grind rags and prepare all other materials for making 
paper and pasteboard (p. 107); to John Skin of London for an

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invention for casting worms for alembics and stills in tin and 
copper without the help of the hammer (p. 107); to Henry 
Howard and Richard Bret for an invention for smelting copper 
and tin ore with sea or pit coal (p. 110); to Thomas Moore of 
Loftus for an invention for making better and cheaper alum and 
“a curious crystalline alum or alum glass and preparations of 
alum with other matters with medicinal, chirurgical, metallic 
and mineral improvements ”’ (p. 126); to Joshua Haskins of 
London for an invention of beautifying cloth and other stuffs 
“by impressing thereon certain indented lines or creases and 
thereby watering, damasking and flowering the same ”’ (p. 133) ; 
to Nathan Heckford for vanes for windmills, etc., “to go the 
horizontal way ” (p. 197); and to John Bellingham, one of the 
grooms of the Privy Chamber, for an invention “ for making 
square window glass for sashes and coaches excelling the Nor- 
mandy for strength and clearness” (p. 273). Peter Azil and 
James Tiffaine received a licence to build a watermill for making 
gunpowder, “ they having great skill in the said art and having 
long practised it in parts beyond the seas ”’ (p. 294). 


To the annals of the art of painting this volume contributes 
two interesting documents. On June 30 Antonio Verrio, who 
had been employed for some years on the decoration of Windsor 
Castle, was appointed the King’s chief painter with a salary of 
200/. and such rights and privileges as had been enjoyed by Sir 
Peter Lely (p. 83). A warrant to the Lord Steward and the 
Board of Green Cloth is concerned with the affairs of another 
Court painter, Samuel Cooper the miniaturist, who had died in 
1672. To Cooper’s widow were due large arrears of her own and 
her husband’s pensions of 200/. a year. These, in consideration 
of the payment, as from Christmas, 1682, of 100]. a year for her 
life, she consented to discharge, and also to deliver to the King 
eight of Cooper’s “‘ excellent and extraordinary pictures or pieces 
of limning ’’—alternatively described as “choice and rare ’’— 
‘* of a considerable value to be sold ” (p. 279). 


As to literature and kindred matters, apart from the polemical 
publications to which reference has already been made, a few 
points may be noted. An account of “‘ the state of Bible printing 
as it has been of late and is now in England,” and of the abuses 
connected therewith, is enclosed in a letter from the Bishop of 
Oxford to Sir Leoline Jenkins (p. 67). This was a subject which 
had lately been causing the University a good deal of anxiety 
(cf. p. 5 and previous vol., p. xvii). 
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The Earl of Burlington sent Sunderland a printed paper by 
George Fox, the Quaker, who was at this time in prison, addressed 
to ‘‘ the Chief Magistrate, Rulers, Ministers, Justices and other 
Officers who profess Christ and Christianity and are called 
Christians ”’ (p. 299). 

Within a month of the end of the reign Sir William Temple 
was writing to Sunderland from his retirement at Sheen about 
a new book which rumour was attributing to him. What 
troubled him was that he had heard that the Duke had asserted 
and the King was inclined to believe in his authorship; for 
when he was put out of the Council he had told the latter that he 
would never again meddle in public business. ‘‘ And since this 
I have passed four years at home without any other design than 
forgetting all public thoughts and being forgotten ever to have 
had them. I am sure I should sooner have thought of writing 
almanacks than any such books as this which passes for mine, 
for I take writing to be as much meddling in public affairs as any 
other sort of acting in them ”’ (p. 283). It seems not altogether 
improbable that the book in question was the famous Character 
of a Trimmer, which Halifax appears to have written and put 
into circulation about this time, although it was not printed 
until 1688. 

In August Joannes Segeri Weidenfeld was granted the copy- 
right for fourteen years of his tract De Secretis Adeptorum, which 
he had composed with much study and great expense ”’ (p. 123). 


On the morning of February 2 the King was seized with an 
apoplexy, and on the evening of that day circular letters from the 
Secretaries of State were despatched to the Lords Lieutenant 
of the counties, the Lieutenancy of London and the Mayors of 
the seaport boroughs. Hopes that all danger was past, based 
on the reports of the physicians, were expressed in these, but it 
was enjoined that all necessary steps for the prevention of 
disorders were to be taken, that no ships should be allowed to 
sail, and that travellers from beyond the seas should be detained 
at their ports of arrival. On the 3rd Charles was apparently 
so much better that the physicians reported him to the Privy 
Council to be in a condition of safety; and the embargo on 
the despatch of inland and Irish, though not of foreign, letters 
was lifted. Still more favourable accounts of the royal illness, 
which is described in detail in current newsletters, were sent 
to the Lord Mayor on the mornings of the 4th and Sth 
(pp. 307-312). But before noon on February 6 the King was 
dead.

A feature of the present volume is the number of newsletters 
which it contains.

Although the accuracy of these documents cannot always be 
taken for granted, their frequency considerably enhances the 
value of the Calendar as a source of information not only for 
domestic but also for foreign affairs.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. Some days since arrived 
here Lord Lansdowne from Holland, where he will return again 
speedily if there be not a peace, the King having given him leave 
to spend this campaign in the Prince of Orange’s army, who 
has been kind to him and given him hopes of the first regiment 
of the King’s subjects in the service of the States. He applied 
for the late Earl of Ossory’s regiment, but was told that Col. 
Sidney had a commission for it. 

The quarters of Holloway, that was executed last Wednesday, 
are ordered to be carried down to Bristol and put on the gates 
there. 

The Countess of Ossory was brought to bed at Hampton Court 
of a daughter, where she now lies in. 

Sir Gabriel Silvius, that came from Holland, was last Sunday 
in private conference with his Majesty for some time. Many 
are of opinion that the business of Luxemburg will bring the 
Hollanders into a war, the Spaniards resolving not to part [with 
it] but by force, as you may see by the heads of the Spanish 
Ambassador’s memorial delivered to the States the 7th instant 
in answer to one of the French Ambassador’s. 

Her Royal Highness has been indisposed and, ’tis feared, may 
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have miscarried. The Duke came yesterday morning from 
Windsor on purpose to see her. 

Flanders letters of the 9th advise that the Duke of Monmouth 
arrived at Brussels the 3rd instant with three or four servants, was 
received publicly by the Marquis de Grana with a great deal of 
respect and brought to Court in his coach and complimented by 
all the gentlemen and presented with two Spanish horses by 
his Excellency and, till his own coach and furniture be ready, 
the Marquis lends him his and six footmen to wait on him. He 
has taken a house for a twelvemonth and is furnishing it very 
richly. 

The 8th the French opened their trenches before Luxemburg 
and played on it from a battery of 36 guns. 

Letters from Windsor of the 5th say that several Companies 
have come and surrendered their charters, among others the 
Framework Knitters. 

Yesterday the Duchess of Monmouth waited on the Queen, 
who received her very kindly. 

New commissions are issuing for re-establishing and continuing 
in the King’s service the three regiments that came from Tangier. 
Col. Kirke’s is to be called the Queen’s, Lord Dumbarton’s the 
King’s and Col. Trelawney’s the Duchess’. 

Capt. Street being turned out of Lord Craven’s regiment for 
making false musters, his Majesty has given that company to 
Dudley Bart, natural son to Prince Rupert. 

His Majesty has given the estate of Nelthorpe, one of the 
conspirators, in the bishopric of Durham, to Mr. Arden. 

The French Ambassador having acquainted the States that 
the King, his master, could not make good those offers made by 
him 17 Feb., but, since they are more desirous of a truce than a 
peace, he leaves it to their choice to accept either on those terms 
he offered 29 April, viz., the giving up of Luxemburg, etc., to 
which he requires their speedy answer, they being the terms he 
cannot recede from—to this memorial the Spanish Envoy made 
a very sharp memorial, in which he is very angry with the States 
and demands whether the French makes war on them or the 
Spanish Netherlands and whether they have power from Spain 
to agree with France, since he gives them the choice of peace or 
war, and in plain terms tells them they use not his master like 
an ally but like a pupil, then presses them to make good their 
treaties, answering them that his master will never comply with 
France on the terms proposed. 

Mr. Cawdron moved this day for an arrest of judgment and, 
being called into court, he came two hours after and was com- 
mitted to the Marshal’s custody. Mr. Kid by a former motion

Her Royal Highness miscarried on Thursday, but she was so 
small a time gone with child that the sex could not be distin- 
guished. The Duke, who came to town on notice of her being 
ill, returned for Windsor yesterday morning, leaving her pretty 
well again. 

Holland letters of the 16th say that the French Ambassador 
there having given in another memorial to the States, in which 
he declares that, if the propositions offered by his master be not 
agreed to by the time limited (the 20th instant), then he has no 
further power to treat nor will his master stand to any of the 
offers he has made, therefore presses their final answer. On this 
they have had great debates but are come to no resolution. 
Most of the cities seemed to comply with the proposals of France, 
which some will have to be the reason of the Prince’s departure 
from the Hague to Brussels to view his troops, sending word 
only to the States General that he would be back in a few days, 
but his leaving orders with his officers at the Hague that they 
should not stir but be in readiness, for he should have occasion 
for their service, makes many believe he will attempt the relief 
of Luxemburg, let the consequence be what it will. 

Mr. Orpe being in a hopeful way of recovery, the Board of 
Green Cloth have discharged Mr. Trelawny, taking his bond to 
appear the 29th instant.

after the opening of the trenches 35 rods without any consider- 
able loss. Count Valsasine, brother to the Prince of Taxis, with 
four or five hundred choice men, many reformed officers, and 
several persons of quality have for some time been gone towards 
Luxemburg with design to get in, but as yet there is no attempt 
of him. Last Saturday the guns were heard very furiously 
playing all day in the Park at Brussels, which is 34 leagues from 
Luxemburg.

to it, my word and honour being engaged to the contrary, and, 
as I doubt not this will be enough preserved with the rest of the 
privileges under a general salvo, so I hope you will not insist 
any otherways on it, for the reasons mentioned in my last.

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Instructions for the Commissioners for remedy of defective 
titles in Ireland. Considering that all the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in Ireland may be reduced under these three heads, 
viz., 1. Such as are possessed by the former proprietors who 
had them before 23 Oct., 1641, or claim under those then in 
possession ; 2. Such as are now held by new titles under the 
Acts of Settlement and Explanation or by letters patent since 
the restoration ; 3. Such as are held without any title that the 
present proprietors can make out—you shall observe the following 
instructions : 


As to the First Head. 


1. Persons in possession of lands, etc., as the old proprietors 
thereof, whereof they or those under whom they claim were 
returned proprietors in 1641 by any survey, or where, there being 
no other proprietor returned by any survey, they or those under 
whom they claim were in possession in 1641 before the rebellion 
and have also been in possession thereof for the greater part of 
the time since the restoration, be admitted to pass new letters 
patent thereof according to their present estates or reputed 
estates therein under the rents now payable thereout to the 
Crown and that the fine to be demanded for passing such letters 
patent do not exceed one sixth of the yearly value thereof (pro- 
visions for ascertaining the yearly value). 

2. Persons in possession of such lands, etc., as the old pro- 
prietors thereof in 1641 which are neither by the Civil Survey, 
Gross Survey or Down Survey returned to have belonged in 
1641 either to them or to those under whom they claim and 
who shall not be able to make out a good title thereto shall pay 
no more for a fine than two years’ value. 

3. Persons so in possession of lands, etc., as the old proprietors 
thereof, who shall desire to have any misnomers in their former 
patents rectified or to be discharged of any conditions therein 
that may tend to the forfeiture or incumbrance of their estates 
shall pay a greater or less fine according as you shall find the 
incumbrances to be more or less considerable. 

4, As to those of the clergy who shall pass any letters patent 
of lands, etc., belonging to them in their politic capacity, you 
shall admit them thereto on easier terms than others in regard 
of the personal charge on them, they holding their estates only 
for their own lives. 


As to the Second Head. 


Persons in possession of lands, etc., under any new interest 
or estate granted them or to those under whom they claim by 
letters patent since the restoration or decreed to them or to 
those under whom they claim by any certificate of the Com- 
missioners for executing the late Acts of Settlement and Explana- 
tion or of the Commissioners for settling transplanted persons 
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or by the Commissioners for settling the remaining part of the 
"49 security be admitted to pass new letters patent of their 
lands, etc., according to their present estates or reputed estates 
therein under the rents now payable, in case they desire the 
same, paying also no more than one sixth of the yearly value 
thereof in case they shall pass the same under the denominations 
in their former patents or certificates contained, but, in case 
they desire to have any misnomers or uncertainties or other 
mistakes or defects in their former certificates or letters patent 
rectified, then to pay not above one half year’s value of the lands, 
etc., wherein such defects are desired to be rectified according 
to the above-mentioned valuation. 


As to the Third Head. 


1. Persons who are in possession of lands, etc., and hold the 
same as the reputed proprietors thereof but have no decree or 
certificate for the same nor were in possession thereof before 
23 Oct., 1641, nor shall make out any good title thereto, shall 
on passing a new patent for such lands, etc., pay no more for a fine 
than four years’ value thereof according to the above-mentioned 
valuation, and you are not to take less than four years’ value with- 
out first acquainting us and having received our directions by 
the Lords of the Treasury here. 

2. As to lands that have been seized and sequestered and are 
held in custodium whereof the inheritance has not yet passed 
out of us, we authorize you to make grants thereof to such as 
you shall adjudge to have the best pretence thereto, who are to 
pay such sums as you shall think reasonable, but you are not 
to pass away any reversion or remainder belonging to us depend- 
ing on any estate tail without first acquainting us and having 
received our directions by the Lords of the Treasury here. 

You are not to grant manors and other privileges usually 
granted, where there have not been formerly manors, unless the ~ 
lands, etc., designed to be created into a manor either contain 
2,000 acres of profitable land or, are of the clear yearly value of 
3001. per annum, and on the creating of a new manor not above 
201. is to be paid for a fine and 5s. per annum rent at least is to 
be reserved out of every fair or market to be granted, in case 
the same be either a new fair or market or that the former fairs 
or markets, which shall be new granted, do not pay so much rent. 

On the renewing of charters of corporations and in all other 
cases not hereinbefore provided for, such moderate fines as you 
think reasonable shall be paid on passing any new letters patent. 

Where any lands, etc., shall be desired to be passed that now 
pay no rent, you are to reserve such reasonable rent as may be 
had without discouragement of plantation and improvement to 
those who would desire to pass letters patent. 

You are to take particular care that no arrears of rent now in 
charge be discharged, for which any of the late Farmers or 
2—(19) 
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Undertakers of the revenue may be entitled to defalcations, nor 
that any rent now in charge be lessened without acquainting the 
Lords of the Treasury here with the reasons for discharging such 
arrears or lessening such rent and having received our or their 
directions. 

Whereas in your letters of 29 April last to the Lord Lieutenant 
you say you shall take care that a table of fees be forthwith 
made before any letters patent pass on this commission, we, 
approving of your intention, require you to cause the same to be 
expedited accordingly.

Col. J. Romsey to the Duke of York. I crave your favour to 
make this my just vindication as to what Holloway spitefully 
says of me. I resolved to lay before his Majesty the very worst 
of my own part of that horrid crime and the whole truth both 
of the murder and the insurrection. The first time I appeared 
before the Cabinet, they told me they believed I had fully charged 
myself and none could say more of me. I never spoke with the 
man six times in my life. The first was about the linen design. 
The next was with him and Wade and not a word passed of the 
murder, but they gave me the same account of Bristol as he 
does in his narrative. One thing he omits, which was that he 
had got two pieces of ordnance into his house, under pretence to 
fit them for sea, for clearing the streets if occasion, with ropes 
ready tied to them to draw them and powder and case shot laid 
by them. That meeting he mentions to me was very accidental, 
because I came to see Mr. West about law business. I met 
those he names, where it was proposed to go to the tavern, where 
Holloway very briskly charged us with carelessness in London, 
saying that, if the same industry had been used here as at Bristol, 
the controversy had been decided, and then he related into 
what posture they had put Bristol and said, except a better 
were proposed, he thought that should presently be put forward 
here. All agreed to the form they had used and thought them 
the fittest to manage it here that had performed so well there. 
They undertook it and bought a map of London and reduced 
the city into twenty parts. Wade could not attend, having 
other business, so Holloway made the division as I understood 
by himself. 
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Holloway very maliciously says I offered to command the 
murderers of the King and yourself. I wish I were as innocent 
of the part I have confessed I had (which is rather more than 
less than any can truly charge me with) as of what he says I am 
guilty of. Whatever others can do, I cannot so easily absolve 
myself of the ingratitude, much less of the horrid fault. I need 
not the aggravation of more than my share nor the displeasure 
of the King and yourself, under which I am so unfortunately 
fallen, without any new offence or cause on the most strict exami- 
nation of myself. I implore you to mediate with his Majesty not 
to believe more against me than I am guilty of and also that you 
will not entertain a worse opinion than you seemed to have the 
first month or two after I surrendered myself, when you spoke 
very favourably of me. I have acquainted the King and your- 
self not only of all I knew of the plot, but of every thing else I 
could recollect. I beg you to remove his Majesty’s displeasure 
and your own. I had once designed by your Royal Highness to 
present the King with a proposition for regulating some things 
amongst the forces, but I cannot think of doing any thing else 
till I am re-instated in the King’s good opinion and yours. 

Postscript—I beg you will not let me be under the King’s 
disfavour and yours any longer without my knowing my new 
crime and hearing what I can say. To-day I read Holloway’s 
narrative, where I find myself loaded with more than I am 
guilty of. I wish I could have been face to face with him to 
make my defence. I would not, now he is dead, say more than 
were he alive, but his spite against me may easily be perceived 
and I hope that the King, yourself and all the Cabinet will believe 
my candour, for I will not excuse my guilt nor lay any more to 
any man’s charge than I know he was guilty of. [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Holland letters of the 
20th say that the French Ambassador there presents them with 
memorials daily, pressing them to give a final answer, notwith- 
standing which they have suffered the time to elapse, by reason 
the Prince of Orange was not there, whom they had sent for 
express and who was expected at the Hague the 21st instant. 
Several of the cities are for the proposals of France and most 
believe that the States will agree to them, the French King 
assuring them that, as soon as he is master of Luxemburg, he 
will return to Paris and not meddle with any of the Barrier 
towns. In the meantime letters from the camp before Luxemburg 
of the 16th say that since their being masters of the counterscarp 
they have pressed hard on the besieged and taken from them 
two redoubts and reduced them to the last extremity, for, unless 
they have speedy relief, ’tis certain that within ten days they will 
be forced to surrender, and letters from the French camp say 
they shall be masters of it before these letters come to us. The 
French King is at Valenciennes, where he will stay till the business 
of Luxemburg be over and then for Paris. 
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The Prince of Orange, having taken a view of his troops in 
Flanders, parted thence for the Hague the 21st instant. 

Yesterday the Horse and Foot Guards mustered in Hyde 
Park. To-day his Majesty came to town and was at St. James’, 
where was held an extraordinary Council. His Royal Highness 
was there also. 

The several independent companies will be formed into regi- 
ments of which Lord Dartmouth will command one. 

The States of Venice having declared war against the Turks 
have sent to most of the Christian princes to acquaint them with 
it and also to their secretary at Constantinople, commanding 
him to acquaint the Grand Signior with it and then to get away 
as well as he can.

Letters from Flanders 
London. —_ of the 23rd say that the French are very cautious in their attacks 
before Luxemburg, being loth to hazard their men. The 14th 
they gained the first counterscarp and since that the redoubt 
on the point of the second counterscarp was warmly attacked 
and as bravely defended, but after a sharp dispute the French 
carried it, but were soon beaten out. They attacked it a second 
time and regained it. The besieged since sprang a mine with 
good effect, after which the French with their cannon razed the 
redoubt to the ground. “Tis said many officers of quality are 
killed and that Marshal de Créqui was retired to Thionville either 
sick or wounded, that the besieged made a vigorous defence 
and that there was no appearance of their being reduced to 
extremity this month. They add that a sergeant was arrived 
at Brussels with letters to the Marquis de Grana, who came out 
of Luxemburg the 18th and says that the French were advanced 
no farther than the point of the second counterscarp, but that in 
four days they will be so near as to press them hard. The courier 
from Spain is arrived at Brussels with the final answer of the King, 
which, ’tis said, is that he will not accept of the French proposals, 
but bids the war to be continued, on which the Marquis de 
Grana has despatched the Viador General to the States to acquaint 
them and the Prince of Orange with the answer. Before the 
Prince went from Brussels, the Marquis de Grana made him a 
present of eight Neapolitan horses, All the Dutch horse are 
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gone to encamp near Aerschot, where there is a good store of 
forage. 

Letters from Holland of the 23rd advise that on the Prince of 
Orange’s return to the Hague he had a long conference with the 
ministers of the allies and the States’ deputies for foreign affairs. 
They had not then given the French Ambassador any answer 
to his repeated memorials, nor is it believed they will be able to 
agree on that point by reason of the great divisions among them, 
some being for complying with France and others against it. 

The Imperialists have quitted Zateschin in Hungary after 
having set it on fire, which they did with so much precipitation, 
on advice that the Turks were coming to besiege it, that they 
burnt all their forage, provisions and nine pieces of cannon with 
the goods of the inhabitants, about 6,000 of all ages and sexes, 
who retired with great lamentation to Karpen and Shemnitz. 

From Deal they write that the Dartmouth, Capt. St. Loe 
commander, is gone convoy to Calais and Dunkirk with some 
vessels from Hamburg.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. The King of Poland 
was to be at the head of his army the 20th instant, which with 
the Cossacks amounts to near 100,000 men. His first enterprise 
will be the siege of Caminiec, the loss of which the Turks will 
not be wanting in their endeavours to prevent. 

The last French letters of the 27th say that the French King 
was at Valenciennes expecting the fate of Luxemburg, which the 
French have pressed so hard that they are masters of all the 
outworks and lodged themselves in the town ditch. The impos- 
sibility of hopes of relief and the weakness of the garrison make 
the French believe that in a few days they shall be masters of 
it. All the English lords and gentlemen in the camp are extreme 
kindly used by the Marshal de Créqui, who will not suffer any 
to expose themselves to danger but those that have command. 

The 17th came into Plymouth Road three Spanish men-of-war, 
two Dutch ships and a small French prize. The Deptford ketch 
is also come in there from Tangier having several women on board 
from that place, and the 7T'wo Lyons, a small man-of-war lately 
taken from Sallee, is arrived there, Capt. Frowd commander. 

The 20th Sir William Bishop’s company of Grenadiers marched 
out of Portsmouth and are going for York. 

The French fleet of several men-of-war under the command 
of Monsr. du Quesne instead of besieging Valencia as was expected 
is come before Genoa and fired several bombs and guns into it. 
As soon as they began to fire the Little and Great Council met 
immediately to give the necessary orders and passed an Act that 
a certain number chosen out of both Councils should determine 
of peace or war, a thing never known, nothing of that nature 
being ever done before but by consent of the whole. They have 
ordered ambassadors to be sent to all their neighbouring princes 
to acquaint them with the danger they are in and pray their 
speedy assistance. “Tis reported here that the Duke of Savoy 
is come down with his army by land, but how he will pass through 
the territories of the Duke of Milan I cannot learn, so that little 
credit is given to the report. 

His Royal Highness came here from Windsor yesterday and, 
tis said, returns not till Saturday next. 

The Turks and Tartars are fallen into Wallachia and deposed 
the prince set up by the King of Poland and placed one of their 
own choosing in his stead. 

One article of peace between France and Argier is, his Most 
Christian Majesty shall give those corsairs 400,000 crowns, in 
consideration of which they are to deliver up the rest of the 
French slaves.

The French were to take possession of the place 
last Saturday. The French King parts from Valenciennes in 
order to be at Versailles 8 June, leaving the command of the army 
to Marshal de Schomberg, who is to act as he shall receive orders 
from the Court. *Tis believed he will not meddle with anything 
more this campaign, though ’tis said here he designs the taking 
of Mons in his way home. 

The Sieur du Quesne, as I told you in my last, having refused 
the three days time to the deputies of the Genoese and demanding 
that they should send ambassadors to France to beg pardon 
for the injuries and affronts by that state to France, to recall 
their galleys, which he prohibited them to build, and join them 
with his fleet, to renounce their obedience and protection of the 
Spaniards and permit him a free passage—these being told the 
Senate, they immediately ordered 100 great guns to be fired 
at the fleet for answer, to which they had 1,600 bombs fired into 
the town, which destroyed a great many of their fine churches 
and palaces, and then they quitted Genoa and went to Gerona, 
which is now besieged by the French.

Walter Williams, a barrister, having written a book entitled 
Jus Appellandi ad Regem ipsum, in which there are reflections 
on the present Lord Keeper and the late Lord Chancellor, appeared 
on his recognizances and the Court advised him to wait on the 
Lord Keeper and make his peace, which would be much the 
better for him, and then attend the Court again. Counsel for 
Sir William Cooper moved for his discharge, he having stood 
bound twelve months, but the Court deferred it to the last day of 
term. Mr. Winn, who stands committed for saying they were a 
loggerhead jury that tried Col. Sidney, appeared and continued 
on bail. Mr. Sacheverell and the rest of the Nottingham rioters 
appeared and continued on bail. 

A false report having been spread that his Majesty designed 
speedily to call a parliament and that thereon many gentlemen 
had made interest in order to their being elected, his Majesty 
has commanded circular letters to be sent to all the Lords Lieu- 
tenant to inform them that he has at present no such intention 
but that when he thinks it convenient to call a parliament they 
shall have timely notice and in the interim commands them to 
suppress all such false reports and to punish the authors, and 
his Majesty, having notice that some persons were busy in pro- 
moting a petition for the sitting of a parliament, has also com- 
manded the Lieutenants to inquire after the promoters of such 
seditious practices and to put a stop to the same. 

Yesterday arrived our Holland letters, which advise that the 
Prince of Orange, after some hours conference with the Sieur 
Hopps, one of the deputies of the States of Amsterdam, on an 
express he received from the Marquis de Grana parted for 
Vilvorde to his army there. In the mean time the States General 
met and have declared that, unless the French King will assure 
them that he will not meddle with the Barrier, they will hazard 
all to defend it. The French Ambassador at the Hague has 
given in another memorial letting them know that, though his 
master is not bound to the conditions of his former memorial, 
the time being elapsed, yet for the quiet of Europe he is content 
to stand by his memorial and allow them twelve days longer 
reckoning from the taking of Luxemburg, in which time if they 
agree not, he will act according as God shall bless him in the 
success of his arms. 

This day Mr. Goodchild exhibited some articles against the 
Duke of Buckingham, for that he and several others came with 
blunderbusses breaking open his doors, etc. The Court ordered 
that they shall show cause why a Supplicavit shall not be 
granted.

There being an action wherein the Earl of Clare is plaintiff 
and one Fox defendant, Mr. Molloy moved yesterday that Fox 
might have time to draw some special replication, which was 
granted, viz., in three or fourdays. Mr. Holt moved for the Duke 
of Buckingham, who himself appeared in Court, to the articles 
exhibited against him by John Goodchild, saying that Goodchild 
having been the Duke’s bailiff the Duke had contracted with him 
to make provisions for allowing considerable (sic) for it, that the 
Duke returning from a journey into Lincolnshire to his house at 
Cliveden near Maidenhead found not any hay for his horses, nor 
victuals for his house, that inquiring what was become of his bailiff 
he heard he was hard by, but he himself had only a switch in his 
hand and, as for blunderbusses, he never did nor would willingly 
ride without them. In conclusion his Grace entered into a 
recognizance of 1,000/. with two sureties in 500/. each to appear 
that day twelvemonth and in the meantime to keep the peace 
towards Goodchild. 

The town of Windsor agreed yesterday to surrender their 
charter. 

One day this week his Majesty goes for Winchester and will 
stay there three or four days, during which her Majesty comes here. 
Her Royal Highness has been very much indisposed but is now 
something better and in a few days will prepare for Tunbridge. 

Since the affairs of the Admiralty have been under the 
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management of his Royal Highness, he has rectified several 
abuses in it. 

A declaration is filed against Mr. Oates at the suit of his Royal 
Highness, to which he must plead in three or four days. 

French letters of the 12th, arrived here this evening, advise 
us that the Prince de Chimay beat a second parley on the 3rd 
and next day the articles of capitulation were signed and hostages 
given, according to which the garrison were to march the 7th. 
The conditions were four pieces of cannon, two mortar pieces, 
colours flying and drums beating to march either to Mons or 
Namur. The Governor had special conditions for his own paternal 
estate, very honourable ones. The French are gone from Genoa, 
but there are no letters from the town, so we can give no particulars 
of their proceedings, but from Genoa (? Gerona) we have advice 
that the Spaniard suffered them to enter the place and beat 
them out with the loss of some thousands and forced them to 
raise the siege.

The Marquis de Grana is extremely afflicted at the loss of Luxem- 
burg, being one of the strongest places in his government and the 
only passage he had into Germany, especially that the Dutch 
troops, for the maintenance of which he is at above 50,000 crowns 
per month charge, should lie still and never strike a blow. 

Yesterday morning the verdict was given in for Esquire Neale 
against Lady Ivay (Ivy) and ’tis thought some of her witnesses 
will be prosecuted for forgery. The Attorney General desired 
judgment against the corporation of St. Ives, Cornwall, in the 
Quo warranto, etc. The Court answered he might enter what 
judgment he could by law. 
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Peter Isam and Bromstead having deceitfully obtained 30s. of 
the charity money given to the King’s Bench prisoners and con- 
fessing the same are ordered to stand in the pillory at West- 
minster and before the Royal Exchange. 

Counsel for Mrs. Cellier moved for an arrest of judgment. The 
Court ordered a copy of their exceptions to be given to the 
Attorney General and that he have time to speak to it. The 
King’s counsel moved against the town of Scarborough, a Quo 
warranto being also against them, to which they have not 
appeared. “Tis ordered they should appear and plead within a 
week or judgment go against them.

Sir Thomas came to me the Sunday night after the 
fire at Newmarket and told me he just came from Ferguson and 
that, notwithstanding they returned so soon, Ferguson did not 
doubt to have men ready by that time to do the business and 
desired me to go with him to Ferguson’s lodging in his coach. 
There Ferguson éold me the same, but that they wanted money, 
Mr. Charleton not being to be found, on which Sir Thomas 
desired me to lend some and he would see me repaid and said, 
if he had been in stock, he would have done it himself. On 
their persuasion I went to my house, I think in Sir Thomas’ 
coach, and brought 40 guineas. He repeated he would see me 
repaid. Several times after he told me Ferguson had my money 
and wondered I would not go to him to receive it. After the 
discovery Sir Thomas came one night and told me he wondered 
I was not gone and importuned me to be gone with the first and 
in the meantime to keep close, for I was mightily hunted after. 
Sir Thomas came frequently to my house, but we never had any 
d‘scourse but in general how bad things were, that something 
must be done shortly or we should be all lost. He used to tell 
me how the Scottish affair moved. He was at my house with 
the Duke of Monmouth and Ferguson, but nothing passed in my 
hearing but general complaints of our condition. [14 pages.

The Bishop of Oxford to Sir L. Jenkins. Last Wednesday 
night I had your letter and yesterday, the Vice-Chancellor being 
4—(19) 
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not very well, Dr. Haughton, his Pro-vice-chancellor, Doctors 
Wallis and Levett and myself went over to Rycote, where we 
laid before Lord Abingdon the proceedings of the University in 
the late affairs of the town charter, which had been disingenuously 
represented by the agents of the city. First we showed what 
vexation and pressure the University was under in the perpetual 
disturbance given them in the execution of the night walk, on 
which the peace and good government not only of the University 
but of the city depend. 2. We showed him that out of the 
study of peace and good neighbourhood we have forborne on 
the surrender of the charter to make any complaints of the 
encroachments and injuries offered by the city and have not 
pressed any forfeiture of any of their privileges nor sought 
advantage to ourselves. 3. We showed that in this most con- 
cerning point of the night walk the University neither have nor do 
desire any enlargements of their rights nor diminution of those 
of the city, but, out of respect of those of the city who clamoured 
at the charter of King Charles, proposed the regulation made by 
King James, which is particularly for the ease of the city. 4. We 
added that for a farther removal of jealousy the University will 
not press that the clause they desire for the salving of their 
rights should be new or enlarged, but will acquiesce in that of 
King James’ charter to the city, his Majesty’s injunction and 
command being subjoined to it that the Mayor, officers and inhabi- 
tants of the city shall not disturb the University officers in their 
night walk and the execution of their duty for the peace and good 
government of this place, and the University will waive the 
naming of the regulation of 10 Jac. or any particular charter. 
Lastly we added that, if the University be hearkened to in this 
their most equal desire, they shall not oppose the increase in the 
number of Aldermen so they be not made by charter Justices, 
which will be to the prejudice of the University and not for the - 
King’s service, nor will the University resist their having four 
horse fairs for so many single days, provided the place be Thames 
Street, which leads to the high bridge and Broken Haies, and 
that the rights of the University in governing the market be not 
infringed. His lordship seemed to think our allegations and 
proposals reasonable, but desired a copy of our draft concerning 
the night watch might be left with him, the copy whereof is 
enclosed. The Attorney General having already declared his 
opinion against the regulation of 10 Jac., we thought it not 
advisable to insist on it, and, the salvo offered for our privileges 
being clogged with the word legitimis, we thought it best to sit 
down by the terms of King James’ charter to the city with the 
enclosed mandate added. Lord Abingdon will be here on Monday 
and promises to give us his resolution. We thought this very 
morning to have despatched Doctors Wallis and Levett towards 
London, as you directed, but, Lord Abingdon having desired 
respite till Monday, we know not what measures to take and 
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therefore expect his pleasure. In the meantime you will favour 
us with your interest with Mr. Attorney, that we may have justice 
done and, if no regard can be had of us in reference to our night 
walk, that we may have the benefit of his Majesty’s determination 
in Council that there should be no innovations in the city charter, 
and, as we are content to be as we were, so should they be. I 
wish an end were put to this affair.

estates and each also to find sureties for their good behaviour. 
The first seven the Court said had no business to vote either 
for the old or the new Mayor and as for John Sherwin the 
Attorney General acquainted the Court he was the principal 
man in carrying on the riot, which made his fine exceed the rest 
of the common sort. 

Flanders letters of the 20th advise that they had a very hot 
report that, if the Dutch did [? not] sign the truce by last Sunday, 
Marshal Schomberg had orders to march to Brussels with his 
army and bombard that city, and that thereon the Marquis de 
Grana forthwith despatched the train of artillery to the camp 
and caused several bridges to be made over the river for postage 
of the army, in case of necessity. They add that all the Spanish 
horse and dragoons are drawn out of the garrison to the camp, 
which consists of about 3,500 men commanded by Prince Vaude- 
mont.’ The Prince of Orange continues with his army encamped 
within half a league of Brussels. The French army is still 
between Lessines and Gramont and by the accessions of fresh 
troops is increased to about 60,000 men. 

Holland letters say that the divisions there grow daily greater. 
Holland, Friesland, Groningen and Utrecht having agreed by’ 
plurality of voices to accept the truce on the French proposals, 
the States General have deputed some of their deputies to 
desire a longer time, to try if they could bring over the three other 
Provinces, to which he returned but short answer, that delays 
were dangerous, for the armies might fall together by the ears in 
Flanders, and that he had no order to give no longer time (sic). 
The deputies of Amsterdam declare that, unless they their 
papers deliver up, they will not pay anything towards the 
charge of the army. They have sent for the Prince of Orange 
from Flanders to compose their difference, but he seemed not 
willing to come by reason of the march to the French army. 

Sir Thomas Armstrong was this day brought to the King’s 
Bench bar. His warrant of commitment was read and he 
commanded to hold up his hand and required what he had to say 
why execution should not be awarded against him, he being 
outlawed for high treason, and, the Attorney General having 
prayed an award for him to be executed, he answered he had 
been out of the kingdom and did not know of an outlawry and 
prayed that the statute of Edw. VI might be read, which imports 
that in case of outlaws, if they come in in twelve months and 
surrender, they should be admitted to a trial by twelve men and, 
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if acquitted by them, they should be so to all intents. This the 
Court overruled, he not having surrendered but being taken. 
He then demanded justice, which the Court told him he should 
have exactly done him and that he should be executed next 
Friday as a traitor for high treason and so ordered a rule for his 
execution. His daughter was committed for saying in Court 
they would murder her father, but, before the Court rose, she 
was discharged without fees. [34 pages. Admiralty, 77 (Greenwich 
Hospital) 2, No. 91.] 


Additional Instructions to the Secret Committee of the Privy 
Council [in Scotland]. 

1. You are to consider the most effectual methods for raising 
a competent force from the northern shires and Highland clans 
for preventing and suppressing commotions and for their main- 
tenance out of Fife and other southern and western shires and for 
appointing committees in Fife and those southern and western 
shires, who shall be free of their proportions of the burden. 

2. You are to draw and send up to pass the King’s hand a 
warrant for taking pledges from all suspected persons. 

3. You are to draw up an Act of general pardon with express 
exceptions of the most guilty. 

4. You are to examine the matter of the late conspiracy by 
torture and other effectual means. 

5. You are to inquire whether the indulged ministers have 
observed the instructions and rules prescribed and, if not, you are 
to proceed against them according to law. 

6. You are to consult what proportion is fit to be exacted of 
the fines on those guilty of ecclesiastical disorders and propose 
the same to the Council and consider the most proper and effectual 
means for inbringing thereof to the Treasury and likewise the 
most proper methods for recovering any public moneys yet 
owing by collectors and others and not yet paid into the 
Treasury. 

7. You are to consider how the impositions granted to several 
boroughs may be brought into the Exchequer in order to the 
maintaining of more forces to secure the peace. 

8. You are to assist the Treasurer and Treasurer Deput in 
searching for the estates, crimes and merits of the vassals of the 
late Earl of Argyle who are not confirmed. 

9. You are to order the Lieutenant to disarm all disaffected 
persons in the shires of Argyle and Tarbet with their men, tenants 
and servants and search for the late Earl of Argyle’s writs and 
arms, and order all the castles or strong houses in the said shires, 
which belonged to the late Earl and are not garrisoned, to be 
demolished. 

10. You are to give all due encouragements to the Highland 
and Border commissions. 

11. You are to order strict musters to be made and cause 
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punctual payment to be made of all provisions and quarters both 
by officers and soldiers and take care that what is already owing 
to the country be paid out of the three months’ arrears, so far 
as it is due by officers and soldiers then in our service to whom 
any of those arrears is due. 

12. You are to make strict inquiry into the crime of bribing 
any of our officers and bring the same to trial. 

13. You are to consider what is done in reference to the 
adjusting of trade betwixt the two kingdoms and what is requisite 
for bringing the same to a conclusion. 

14. You are to call for an account of what is done in reference 
to the militia and of those who have accepted their commissions 
and who have not. 

15. You are to take care that the laws be put in execution 
against those who have fled out of the kingdom and are under 
suspicion of crimes, and concur with the Treasurer and Treasurer 
Deput in bringing in the rents of the estates of fugitives and in 
executing the sentences of judicatures against men or women. 

16. For preventing seditious correspondencies betwixt dis- 
affected persons you are to take care that no public posts be 
suffered to pass but such as are allowed by authority. 

17. You are to consider the Marquess of Montrose’s claim of 
16,3201. Scots as the remnant of a decreet of parliament yet due 
to him out of the estate of the late Marquess of Argyle and, if 
you find the same to be truly resting, you are to report your 
opinion how the same may be paid out of the compositions of the 
unconfirmed vassals of the lands of Cowall. 

18. You are to assist the Clerk Register in bringing in the 
registers of Council, Session, Great and Privy Seals and the 
registers of all inferior offices formerly accustomed to be brought 
in, with all records and registers of parliament or commissions of 
parliament not yet delivered to him. 

19. Whereas some of the officers of the army have been pre- 
vented from attending their charges by executing commissions 
from the Treasurer and Treasurer Deput for bringing in of fines 
or selling or disposing of the moveables of rebels, you are to 
take care that none of them be employed hereafter in uplifting 
or intromitting with any such money or disposing of any such 
moveables but that, when they are sent on any commission from 
the Council to judge any delinquents, the Treasurer and Treasurer 
Deput appoint commissaries to intromit with and be comptable 
to them for the same.

Additional instructions to the Treasurer and Treasurer Deput. 
1. Whereas we have reserved to ourself by our signature of the 
estate of Argyle, dated 17 March, 1681-2, several superiorities, 
of which we are to give signatures to the respective vassals the 
circumstances of whose merits we cannot particularly know, we 
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authorize and require you to pass them for such compositions 
as you shall think proper with respect to their merits. 

2. Whereas by the forfeiture of the late Earl of Argyle the 
estates of all his vassals that: were not confirmed by us in their 
rights fell to us and their cases are very different, some having 
continued firmly in our service whilst others openly took part 
with our enemies, we authorize and require you either to compone 
with them or take the benefit of their forfeiture as you with 
advice of the Secret Committee shall find they have deserved. 

3. Whereas the benefits to us by the ward and relief, etc., of 
vassals are often concealed, we authorize you to give not exceeding 
the fifth part thereof to such as shall discover and make effectual 
any such ward, etc. 

4. You are to make inquiry of any Crown or Church lands in 
the hands of disaffected persons and use your utmost endeavours 
for recovering the same. 

5. (About appointing commissaries as in the last of the fore- 
going instructions to the Secret Committee.) 

6. Requiring them to retain 200]. the first and second year 
and 1001. the third year out of the 300/. allowed for the expenses 
of Church affairs for re-imbursing into the Treasury the 5001. 
sterling allowed by warrant of 24 July, 1683, to the Archbishop 
of St. Andrews. 

7. You are to dispose the keeping of our public rooms and of 
furnishing necessaries thereto to the person you think most fit. 

8. Whereas several under the notion of our particular servants 
enjoy several privileges and immunities notwithstanding they 
are not actually employed in our service, you are to recall all 
patents for the tradesmen being our ordinary servants in their 
respective trades and to employ such others as you find most 
qualified, allowing them the privileges and immunities belonging 
to our servants so long as they shall be employed in our service. 

9. You are to cause a commission to be prepared for another 
macer of Council and Exchequer to be maintained out of the 
fees and perquisites of the present macers. 

10. You are to farm or set in tack any mine or mineral belonging 
to us, reserving not under a tenth of the value. 

11. You are to cause the Countess of Nithsdale to rest satisfied 
with her pension or at her option to take herself to the gift of for- 
feitures granted to that family, we being resolved not to allow both. 

12. You are to allow our Advocate his proportion of the public 
burdens in the same manner as the Lords of Session. 

13. You are to pay no more to the Earl of Morton or Lord 
Aberdour, either principal or interest, of the 6,000/. sterling 
bestowed on that family till they resign all pretensions to the 
earldom of Orkney and the lands, etc., thereto belonging. 

14. You are to intimate to the Master General of the Ordnance 
and cause him to intimate to the Lieut.-General of the forces 
that he may inform the officers concerned that it is our pleasure 
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to have our forces forthwith sufficiently armed and that in 
future the captains oblige themselves to keep or return the full 
number of the arms of their companies or troops except those 
broken or lost in actual service. 

15. You are to raise a process for reducing the tacks or other 
rights of the abbacies of South Dunfermline and Cauldingham, 
the lordships of Kylsmuire in Ayrshire and Yla and any other 
lands to which we have a legal title.

late riot, where (though an Ignoramus jury would not find the 
bill) 300 were got together, threw stones at the proctor and 
threatened to kill him, crying “ A Monmouth, a Monmouth,” 
it would not be unseasonable if his Majesty, when he granted a 
new charter and pardoned all past treasons and misdemeanours, 
should command therein a better preservation of the peace for 
the future. If the city expected additional grants of a larger 
number of Aldermen and several horse fairs, it was but equal 
that some consideration should be had of the University, who 
without vanity might pretend to have deserved as well of the 
Crown and somewhat better than the city. Matters are now in 
so short a compass that, if the Lord Keeper would in a word 
declare that what is desired by the University does not touch 
Lord Abingdon’s engagements nor is in itself unreasonable, I 
do not see what place there can be for more trouble in this affair, 
which has already been too tedious and importunate especially 
to you. Perchance, if all the legitimes in the city’s new form 
were dashed out (for they are not in any other salvo of our 
privileges and the word is needless, for an unlawful privilege is 
void in itself), it might be another expedient, which might 
tend to give satisfaction, if it be possible to satisfy jealous minds.

The state of Bible printing as it has been of late and is now in 
England. During the late rebellion, the printing of Bibles 
having been laid in common, the prices became very reasonable, 
but on the restoration, the King’s printers, recovering their 
privilege and having evacuated the like privilege which 
belonged to the University of Cambridge by oppressing with 
vexatious suits their printer, Field, and afterwards pro- 
curing the University’s interest to be lodged with one Keys, 
whose circumstances rendered him obsequious to them, and 
making no reckoning of Oxford, who were employed in 
building their theatre, the finishing whereof was to precede 
all attempts of printing, took on themselves a monopoly of 
Bibles, especially of all the. most useful and portable volumes, 
which they sold at very unconscionable rates, whereby the 
poorer sort became utterly unfurnished with them and others 
were exacted in which they bought, which practice continued 
till about five years ago, at which time, the theatre press being 
settled in the University and the King’s printers refusing 
to pay them the usual rent for their forbearance of printing 
and also molesting them in the printing and sale of the 
quarto Bibles they had undertaken, Bibles in all forms 
were printed at the theatre in Oxford. So soon as this 
was done Bibles in folio, which had been sold for 61., fell to 
11. 10s., Bibles in quarto, which had been sold for 13s. 4d., 
to 5s. and sixpence, octavos, which had been sold for 6s., 
to 2s. 8d., dwodecimos, which had sold for 3s., to 1s. 4d., 
and Testaments, which had been sold for 1s., to 5d. So 
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Books of Common Prayer folios fell from 8s. to 4s. 6d., 


octavos from 1s. 6d. to 10d., duodecimos from 1s. 4d. to 5d., 
and Books of Homilies from 6s. 8d. to 3s. 6d. Besides 
the lessening thus the prices of Bibles and Service Books 
an advantageous change has been wrought in the number of 
them, for now almost everyone, however indigent, is en- 
couraged to buy and many well disposed persons have laid 
out considerable sums for great quantities of books to be 
distributed in charity to the poor, so four times as many 
Bibles have been printed as used to be, to the great benefit 
of souls and their advantage in Christian knowledge. 
Likewise a considerable improvement has been made in 
reference to trade, for, whereas great numbers of Holland 
Bibles were imported into England, and Scotland, Ireland 

- and the Plantations were in a manner wholly supplied by 
them, all are now mostly supplied from hence. The King’s 
printers, aggrieved at this state of things, endeavour the 
reinforcement of their monopoly and have preferred a bill 
in Chancery against the promoters of printing Bibles at 
Oxford, hoping thereby to set aside the right of both uni- 
versities and free themselves from any check in their exorbitant 
proceedings for the future. 

It is conceived that not only both the universities are deeply 
concerned but the government may think it worth consideration, 
for, uf this design of monopolizing Bibles and liturgies take 
place, not only the before experimented mischiefs but more 
and greater will certainly ensue.

I have paid scot and lot in this 
and the next parish forty years and never knew the like. Though 
he now seems great for his Royal Highness, yet in his late retire- 
ment from the heats of the Whiggish parliament he brought up 
a proverb, As great as the Devil and the Duke of York. Heisa 
secret favourer of Whiggish fanatics. He cleared Betts and 
Loader, returned for not coming to church, though he knew 
them to be notorious Anabaptists and enemies to his Royal 
Highness. The Lord Chief Justice is with him the bull and mouth 
ever since the late trial (probably that of 3 June, 1684, about lands 
in Shadwell: see State Trials, Vol. X, col.

I waited yesterday on 
Mr. Vice-Chancellor, who, I presume, is so well recovered as 
himself to signify how much he is satisfied with the foot you are 
now on, especially if your draft may be obtained. It is true the 
word legitime has a very venerable sound and it would be invidious 
to go about striking it out, if it were not now against all precedent 
begun to be put in. I conceive in case of privilege the word 
legitime cannot reasonably be interposed. A legal privilege 
seems such a scheme of speech as here we are used to call contra- 
dictio in adjecto, a thing according to law, which is an exception 
from it. I am sure we find every townsman an acute casuist 
by the help of this word and, though the Mayor and others of 
that body according to ancient custom swear every year to 
observe the legal privileges of the University, they absolve them- 
selves by saying they swore only to those that were legal. 
(Arguments from the former charters of the town and that now 
surrendered.) Now, as there is not here nor was ever in any other 
charter the word legitima (sic), I heartily wish it might now be 
kept out. You will order that the fairs be fixed at vacant times 
of the year, not in our term or Lent, and that only a horse fair be 
granted in Thames Street and Broken Haies and that the Alder- 
men be not Justices by charter. I conceive it will be more for the 
advantage of the University to have the word legitime struck out 
and adhere to the Lord Keeper’s insertion, though nothing else 
be added, than to retain that word and get those explications 
proposed to be added, and probably that may be had with less 
opposition. But myself and all here refer the whole to your 
disposal.

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"Tis said that the Elector of Brandenburg is offended with the 
French for demolishing the fortifications of Trier, that he has 
forbid the French ambassador staying longer in his court and 
expects satisfaction from the French King for it, he having some 
pretensions to the place. 

Mr. Chudleigh, our envoy at the Hague, is arrived here, on 
what errand is not yet known. 

Letters from Lisbon of 27 June advise that the Pearl, Capt. 
Bottome commander, having been cruising on the coast of 
Portugal, met with the Vice-Admiral of Sallee of 26 guns and 
10 pedereroes and about 150 men. We fought several hours and 
at last took her and brought her into that place the week before, 
97 Moors remaining, the rest being killed. She had taken just 
before four prizes, three English and one Dutch, and sent them 
away. Forty Christian slaves were on board, who have got their 
liberty. ‘They add seven Algerine men-of-war were ready to sail 
to join the Grand Signior’s fleet and confirm what I wrote to 
you last post, that they have not broke the peace with us, as 
was reported. 

The waters at Tunbridge, ’tis said, agree not with her Royal 
Highness, so that it is believed her stay there will be but short. 

Madame de Montespan, the so much talked of mistress of the 
French King, having been very lavish of her tongue to the 
disrepute of that King, is at present under some disgrace and, ’tis 
said, will be removed from him.

The French army being retired now into Flanders and all 
volunteers being gone to Court, those countries, it is hoped, will 
have a little repose.

Asaph is worth about 1001. per annum, being the only thing 
of that value belonging to that see. At present only 20 marks 
per annum are reserved to the Bishop without any other 
emolument from thence, the royalty and all other appurtenances 
being granted to the tenant by a lease for three lives, whereof 
at present only one is in being. 

In Bishop Barrow’ s time at first three lives were in being. Then 
by virtue of a special Act enabling the Bishops of Bangor 
and St. Asaph to grant leases of their leadmines for 21 years 
binding on their successors, the Bishop had granted Sir 
Henry Archpole a lease of all the leadmines (of which one 
was already found and all others to be fownd) in any part 
of his lands in or out of lease, paying for the mine already 
found 271. a ton and for all mines thereafter to be found 121. 
per ton to the Bishop. Sir Henry, finding there was great 
appearance of lead ore in parts of the lordship of Meliden, 
got the Bishop to treat with his tenant about it, who several 
times endeavoured to get leave for Sir Henry to dig for lead 
ore, which the tenant would not grant him unless he would 
covenant to pay him 401. a ton besides the rent to the Bishop 
and by that unreasonable demand obstructed the work. 

Not long after one of the lives fell in, when the Bishop would 
have got the tenant to renew in hopes of getting in an exception 
for all the lead ores there, but the tenant would not renew but 
on unreasonable terms, which so moved the Bishop that he 
got the King’s letters (above recited) sent down. 

Bishop Barrow being disengaged from Sir Henry granted a 
new lease to his nephew and secretary for 21 years from 
1677 of all the lands and lead ore in any lands in or out of 
lease belonging to the Bishop of St. Asaph at 161. per ton 
for the mine already found and 121. per ton for any other 
mine. - Thus matters stood when the present Bishop came 
to the see. 

A second life has fallen, and, there now being only a single life 
in being, though that of a man of thirty and likely to live, the 
tenant is willing to fill his lease though with the exception of 
the lead ore and all other royalties to the Bishop. Last March 
the Bishop got the said lessees of the mines to surrender their 
lease, from which he has reason to expect a great benefit, 
in case there be a reservation of lead and lead ore in the 
lordship of Meliden, which reservation is not to be had except 
by renewing the lease. His three predecessors since the 
restoration have had constantly 1001. per annum or upwards 
from their lead mines, which are now so spent that he never 
had 101. per annum from them. 

In these circumstances he thinks tt best not only for himself but 
his successors to renew the lease of Meliden and therefore 
desires his Grace’s consent to wt, promising first that he will 
increase the rent to 201. a year, 2. that he will reserve all the 
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royalties and therein the said lead mines, 3. that he will cause 
diligent search to be made for lead ore in all the likely parts 
of that lordship, some of which have lead ore in open view, 
in others it has been dug up in sinking wells and one where 
it was ploughed wp in considerable quantities. 

If the present bishop lose this opportunity, there is reason to 
doubt that some of his successors may make use of it not so 
much to the advantage of the Church.

Letters from the 
Imperial camp before Buda of the 23rd say that the besieged 
continue obstinate in their defence notwithstanding their miseries, 
for by the deserters they hear that the garrison is reduced from 
8,000 to 3,000 men. The Germans have suffered very much, 
for of all the captains that were so the beginning of summer 
scarce ten are left. The Bavarian forces are not come into the 
camp and the Duke of Lorraine resolves to have a push for it 
as soon as he has sprung his mines, five of which will be ready on 
the 25th, and, if they take effect, they will render the Duke 
master of the place, for they will make a breach wide enough 
for a battalion to enter abreast. The Duke resolved to storm 
before the Bavarian troops come, that they may not have the 
honour of reducing the place.

was not come thither. At the coming away of the post they 
add that his Majesty, his Royal Highness, Prince George and the 
Duke of Grafton were to go for Portsmouth the 8th and thence 
to the Isle of Wight, all intending to return on Thursday but 
the Duke of Grafton, who goes thence for Holland, where he 
intends to stay about a month, so that what was writ by some last 
week, that his Majesty had been already at Portsmouth, is 
altogether false. 

The three men-of-war that I writ in my last were come into 
Portsmouth harbour are unrigged in order to be paid off. 

Letters from Count Leslie of the 20th past advise that the 
Seraskier Bassaw was come with a considerable force to attack 
him, drew half a league out of his camp, posted himself very 
advantageously between two marshes and fortified himself 
there, expecting the enemy, who the 19th came in sight of them 
and that day passed in small skirmishes. On the 20th in the 
morning arrived in the camp 1,800 Croats of the arrear band of 
the nobility and desired the post of honour before the two 
marshes. Immediately after the Turks vigorously attacked, 
but were so warmly received by the Croats that they were forced 
to retire in great confusion, but being reinforced they returned 
and after a very sharp dispute forced the Croats to retire and leave 
three standards in their hands, which so encouraged them that 
they attacked the main body, but after a sharp dispute of three 
hours they were forced to retire with the loss of 500 men. The 
Imperialists in the whole action lost 200 men and one lieut.-colonel 
of the regiment of Souches. These letters add that Count Leslie 
continues to fortify himself, expecting the return of the Seraskier, 
who has sent to the Governor of Alba Regalis, Szigeth and 
Carinthia to hasten with their forces to attack him on both sides 
the river. 

The Duke has been ill of a fever. When the Bavarian troops 
arrive, they will secure the Danube, from whence they of Buda 
have all their water, so that, should not the mines take effect, they 
must surrender. The Duke of Bavaria marched from Vienna 
the 3rd with 10,000 men.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. Letters from Dublin 
of the 30th say that Gilbert Hutchinson, who was tried on the 
statute of Scandalum magnatum and committed to prison, 
escaped and was taken about Carrickfergus. He resisted being 
taken, whereby he received several wounds, which may hinder 
him from coming to Dublin, where he is expected in a few days. 
The walls of the Castle are pulling down in order to repair and 
make the Castle more beautiful and larger.

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quiet there, every body being well pleased with the arrival of the 


Duke of Ormonde. 

By the arrival of a vessel at Falmouth we receive advice that at 
Nantes fell a very violent shower of hail as big as walnuts, which 
spoiled a great many of their grapes, yet ’tis generally believed 
there will be a very good vintage. 

Yesterday the beadles of Spitalfields, Bednall Green, etc., stood 
on the pillory for refusing to take the ex officio oath, as did also 
the person who shot Mr. Culliford. 

To-day his Majesty returned from Portsmouth to Winton. 

Holland letters say that the French Ambassador, visiting the 
Court at Amsterdam, was let in by the door which is not opened 
but when the Prince and Princess of Orange come, for which the 
officer that let him in is committed to prison and the sentinel 
that suffered the door to be opened. 

Our last Spanish letters brought the ratification of the truce 
signed by the King of Spain. 

Sunday afternoon the Pheniz arrived at Portsmouth, to which 
place is also come the money for paying off the ships. 

Several ships are arrived at Plymouth, some from Barbados, 
one of which has on board Lady Sharp with all her family. The 
7th they all sailed for London. 

Several ships for Virginia and other places are arrived in the 
Downs, one of which takes in soldiers at Portsmouth for Ireland. 

Our foreign posts are wanting, so that little news can come 
from abroad more than the last post brought you. This day the 
person who shot Mr. Culliford stood in the pillory before the 
Custom house in Thames Street, having a good guard over him, 
but, instead of receiving a reward suitable to his crime, the 
porters, carmen and others of that sort from the quays there- 
abouts came and gave him a great deal of money, some cramming 
it into his shoes and any where they could put it. Some were 
taken and carried before Sir John Buckworth, who ’tis said made 
Mittimuses for them, but the rabble grew so numerous at last, that 
the Sheriffs were forced to send for more help for fear of a rescue.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. Letters from Ireland 
say that the 25th Macnamara, one of the so-much talked of 
Irish evidences, was executed at Waterford for felony. Before 
his death he confessed his crimes and averred that what he had 
sworn against Stephen College, etc., was true, but what he had said 
of Lord Tyrone, who lay three years close prisoner in the Gate- 
house, was not true. The substance of this and several other 
things confessed by him he gave in a paper to the Sheriff signed by 
himself. 

The Duke of Grafton makes a trip over to Holland, where he 
will find the Duke of Northumberland. ‘Tis said they will both 
go to Diren and then return hither together.

Last Tuesday afternoon his Majesty, accompanied by the 
Duke of York, the Dukes of Grafton, Beaufort, St. Albans, 
Richmond, Buckingham and Albemarle and several other persons 
of quality in their yachts came to Portsmouth and by land came 
the Duchess of Portsmouth and several others from Winton. 
His Majesty and his Royal Highness were received with all the 
expressions of joy imaginable, the Mayor and his brethren 
waiting on them and at their landing the guns firing and bells 
ringing all the time. 

Flanders letters of the 19th advise that a party of French horse 
from the camp at Ninove were come under the very walls of 
Brussels for forage, on which the Marquis de Grana sent the 
Governor of that place to expostulate with the officer, who showed 
him his orders to thrash out all the corn and carry away all the 
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forage they could find, whereon the States of that province, being 
then assembled, immediately agreed to pay the contributions 
demanded and ordered four of their number to go to the French 
camp and remain in hostage for 1,200,000 florins with promise 
that, in case the contributions should amount to more, when 
lapidated (? liquidated) the States would be responsible for it, 
in case the French troops would forthwith retire, but the deputies 
returned with a flat denial, that they will not take any security 
but burghers living in Lesley (? Lille), Tournay or Paris and that 
till then their troops will continue in the Spanish territories and 
they are accordingly removing their camp nearer Brussels, which 
has put all into a great consternation. 

The States of Flanders have also accorded their contribution 
and those of Hainault, Namur, Limburg and Gueldres are taking 
the same measures, in hopes, if possible, to save the country from 
utter ruin.

the said collegiate church have ceased to live collegiately together 
and are long since dispersed and dead, whereby the corporation 
in the said collegiate church is dissolved, and whereas one end of 
erecting the said collegiate church was that thereby as a nursery 
the cathedral of Limerick might be supplied with fit persons to 
serve in the choir and the revenue formerly belonging to the said 
choir through the general calamity of the late times by the loss 
of charters and evidences is now become wholly lost or very 
inconsiderable, and whereas the Bishop and the Dean and 
Chapter of Limerick have by their petition desired us to consider 
the sad condition of the said cathedral through the want of a 
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full choir, which for about 400 years before the late war it enjoyed, 
and that it may now be in our power to provide for a choir by 
annexing the vicarage of Kilmallock and the other rectories and 
vicarages above named to the college of the said cathedral to the 
end that the benefit and profits thereof may be applied by the 
said Dean and Chapter to the maintenance of singing and 
chanting persons in the said cathedral, and, considering that ever 
since the restoration the said livings have been given by us to one 
single person without any reference to the constitution of the old 
body corporate in the said collegiate church and that the same 
are now all held together by a presentation from us by Hugh 
Anderton and that the first reason of the said old foundation as it 
related to the populous condition of Kilmallock is now ceased 
and that the granting of the sajd livings to the uses contained in 
the said petition is so far from varying from the end of the 
foundation of the said collegiate church that it is to prosecute the 
main ends therein proposed, viz., the more solemn and decent 
performance of God’s worship by chanting and singing in the choir 
of Limerick; we hereby authorize and require you to cause 
letters patent to be forthwith passed containing a grant to the 
said Dean and Chapter of all the said rectories and vicarages as 
also of the rights of presentation to the same for the constant 
support and maintenance of a sufficient choir in the said cathedral 
and by a clause in the same letters patent to unite and annex all 
the said rectories and vicarages and the rights of presentation to 
the same to the college of the said cathedral, so that on the next 
vacancy of the said rectories and vicarages it may be lawful for 
the said Dean and Chapter to take possession thereof and to

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. From Vienna of the 
10th they write that Count Lambert was arrived there from the 
camp before Buda to render an account of that siege and to 
press for cannon, ammunition and other necessaries. The Duke 
of Bavaria was arrived in the camp and had undertaken to make 
good the passage to the river lately lost by the Imperialists, 
which, ’tis said, will reduce the besieged to extremity, who defend 
themselves with great courage, few days passing without several 
sharp sallies. The besiegers daily spring mines and make 
breaches, which are supplied by the retrenchments the besieged 
make within. The Imperial army is so harassed with the fatigue 
of the siege and sickness that, had not the Bavarian forces arrived, 
‘twas questioned whether the Duke of Lorraine could have 
maintained the siege. While both parties thus labour, the 
Seraskier Bassaw marches with above 30,000 men to raise the 
siege, cost what it will, having such orders, but the Duke of 
Lorraine is so well recovered of his fever that, if the Seraskier 
Bassaw comes, he is resolved to fight him and will save men 
enough to continue the siege, on the success of whick depends 
the fate of Buda and the happy end of this campaign. 
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Letters from Winton say that last Sunday the charter of 
Exeter was surrendered and writs of Quo warranto ordered to be 
issued against the charters of Lichfield and Berwick. Next 
Thursday sennight his Majesty has declared he will come for 
Whitehall. Their Royal Highnesses were to go on the 15th for 
Salisbury, accompanied by the Prince and Princess. On the 
way they saw Stoneidge (Stonehenge). They supped that night 
and lay at the Bishop of Salisbury’s, dine to-day at Wilton at 
Lord Pembroke’s and lie to-night at the Bishop’s again. To- 
morrow they go back to Southampton to the yachts and so to 
Portsmouth, where they will spend Thursday and in the evening 
return to Southampton and so to Winton on Friday. 

Letters from Dover of the 15th say that about 12 at night on 
Saturday the Duke of Grafton came into that port and went 
directly up to the Castle, where he was treated by the Governor, 
Col. Stroud. He stayed there all Sunday, when about 6 in the 
evening came in the son of Lord Halifax, who came from Calais 
with his lady, whom he has lately married in France, she being 
a great fortune. When they came into that harbour, the Duke 
came down from the Castle to the waterside to meet them, they 
firing from the Castle thirteen guns and from the two forts fourteen, 
for which his Grace returned them from his yacht eight or nine, and 
after some compliments they all went up in a coach to the Castle, 
where the Governor gave them five guns at their entrance. His 
Grace went away about 12 last night for Holland. The son of 
Lord Halifax with his lady, etc., parted thence about 3 that after-— 
noon and are gone by coach for London. The Governor at their 
parting gave them seven guns. 

The first of next month his Majesty has appointed to take a 
general review of all his forces, both horse and foot, at Blackheath. 
Afterwards he goes for Newmarket. The Sheriffs are pricked for 
this city, but their names are not yet known, and Sir James 
Smith designed for Lord Mayor.

Friday morning last I saw Camp- 
bell of Ardkinglas, a cousin of Argyle, Earlstoun, Commissary 
Monro, Parke Hay and Newton, a gentleman in the West, con- 
veyed by a party of horse and dragoons from the Edinburgh 
Tollbooth to Blackness Castle that room may be made for others 
to come to the Tollbooth, where there is great throng and the 
rooms unwholesome by the throng. Friday afternoon Cessnock 
Campbell elder and younger were sent to the Bass. Spence 
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and Carstaires have by their torture made large confessions, 
and Commissary Monro, Campbell of Ardkinglas and others 
without torture, but the confessions are kept so very close that 
most of the Council know them not. Only five are privy to them, 
whereof two officiate as clerks, the ordinary clerks being removed 
and all five sworn deeply to secrecy. The Earl of Haddington is 
said to have been sent Saturday last to Edinburgh Castle. 
Several parties of the King’s forces are sent to the North to bring 
over sundry gentlemen, the Laird of Grant, Innes, tutor of 
McClean, two brothers, ete. Tuesday last all the town ports 
of Edinburgh were kept close ten hours. In the meantime the 
Bishop of Edinburgh with all the ministers there and elders of 
the church sessions were convened by the Council to delate 
disorderly persons in their several parishes and bounds that 
kept not church at all and the ministers got it waived, but the 
elders were deeply sworn to be faithful in the delation and were 
sent with soldiers to apprehend several inhabitants. Some 
escaped, some twelve or fourteen were taken and sent to prison. 
The three companies of grenadiers were brought up in the mean- 
time to command the High Street and some of Douglas’, formerly 
Linlithgow’s, company guarded the walls of the town that none 
should escape. On Wednesday came forth the two printed 
proclamations I sent you. Our circuit courts are to begin at 
Dunse to-morrow. Hume, the Sheriff, with the gentlemen there 
are to meet the lords of the circuit at Smiddy Hill in Lammer- 
muir as is reported. The lords are to go from Dunse to Jedburgh. 
One of their instructions is to examine of their defect or injurious 
excess in their administrations, etc. They are not to do any 
thing as to the fines imposed on our gentlemen for their ladies’ 
absence from their churches. That is referred to the Council 
only, who are very strict therein.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. Letters from Ports- 
mouth of the 18th say that the 16th were shipped on board the 
Bonadventure merchantman five companies and on Wednesday 
they sailed for the westward.

We are advised from Plymouth that the 15th came into that 
port two French merchantmen from Newfoundland and next 
day came in Joseph Owen from Hull having several Quakers 
on board bound for Pennsylvania and the Loyal Subject for Ire- 
land with soldiers from the citadel of Plymouth.

A party 
of horse were sent to sieze Mr. Scott of Torwoodlee, Mr. Home 
of Polwarth and the Under-Sheriff of Lanrick, but they could not 
be met with. Sir Hugh Campbells, senior and junior, were 
separately examined and afterwards separately remanded to 
close prison. 

Letters from Vienna of the 14th say that General Dunwaldt is 
dead in the camp before Buda, and that the Duke of Bavaria 
advances apace with his attack against the water-gate. The 
besieged want provisions. The Seraskier Bassaw, having learned

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. So uncertain are the 
advices concerning Buda received yesterday by the Flanders 
and Holland posts that ’tis very difficult to write anything that 
is true, some letters saying that the besieged are beholden to 
the sloth and laziness of the Germans that they are yet masters 
of the place, who will not bury their dead horses or so much as 
the entrails of the beasts killed for food, which occasions such 
terrible stenches that it infects the air and causes the bloody 
flux, which rages very violently in the camp. A second says 
that the unskilfulness of the engineers is such that they have 
sprung several mines short of the wall, so that they have had no 
other effect, when sprung, but to kill several men who were to 
make the attack on the success of the miners. A third says 
that the fatal sickness of the Duke of Lorraine had caused it. 
They all agree that, had not the Bavarian forces arrived, the 
siege must have been given over, and they tasted of the courage 
of the besieged, for on the 13th they sallied on a battery of the 
Bavarians, killed several men and nailed several of their cannon. 
The dispute was hot and bloody, for some letters say that the 
Duke of Lorraine was wounded and several persons of quality 
killed. We had letters from Vienna of the 17th, which say that 
two Jesuits were got out of the town into the camp and report 
that on sight of the Bavarian forces the Janissaries and other 
troops of strangers had pressed the Bassaw to yield, who said he 
would, provided they would give it under their hands that they 
forced him, but he assured them that the Seraskier Bassaw 
would be with their relief by the 12th, in order to which he was 
come as far as Alba Regalis. The Seraskier having retired to 
the bridge of Esseck and there joined 10,000 forces sent him from 
Adrianople was hasting to relieve the place, the Dukes of Lorraine 
and Bavaria being resolved to fight him as soon as they hear of 
his approach. Count Leslie has sent an officer to Vienna and 
another to the Duke of Lorraine to let them know that the 
Seraskier was past the bridge of Esseck again, having met there 
a courier from the Grand Signior with positive orders either to 
relieve the place or perish in the attempt. The soldiers with 
him were put up in haste and are in a great consternation not 
only at the loss of their great convoy but on the certain advice 
of the arrival of the Bavarians. These letters add that since the 
arrival of the Bavarians the batteries raised by them have done 
great execution and brought down a great part of the wall, so 
that a general assault was resolved on, which ’twas thought the 
Turks would not run the hazard of, but surrender. 

From Dublin of the 11th we have advice that the Duke of

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Widdrington is at Blankney, which is nearer London than this 
place. I am mighty desirous to serve his Majesty, if thought 
useful, but else nothing is more pleasing to me than to live at 
my poor cottages.

The officer 
I sent to Edinburgh found not the Lord Chancellor there, 
but Lord Lundin, Secretary of State, opened my letter and 
despatched it to the Lord Chancellor, who as yet has returned 
no answer. I send a copy of Lord Lundin’s letter to me, 
because this garrison 1s particularly concerned :—In the 
Lord Chancellor’s absence I opened your letter. Matters 
of great moment have been in agitation, of which I was 
resolved to have sent you notice by T'uesday’s post and the 
rather because one of the designs of these rebels was to 
surprise Berwick. The inhabitants are so extremely fanatic 
that they looked on the design as easy. The same way they 
resolved to have made themselves masters of the castles here 
and by the assistance of the late Earl of Argyle and the help 
of 1,000 horse and dragoons from the borders of England 
to have surprised the forces and made themselves masters 
of the kingdom, but it has pleased God not only to discover 
the authors of this conspiracy, but to let many of them fall 
into our hands, by which it is hoped their malice 1s for this 
time prevented, yet some, who are not the least concerned, 
have got away, particularly Home of Polwarth and Home 
(Pringle) of Torwoodlee. The first was said to be at Berwick, 
but we are since informed he did not go that way. Henderson, 
bookbinder over against the church in Berwick, was one of 
the murderers of the Archbishop of St. Andrews. If he 
could be found, there is a considerable price on his head. 
He stays sometimes at the house of a Scotchman in T'weed- 
mouth, whom, I think, they call Manderstone. You will 
take care that search be made for him, and, if found, you 
will send an express to inform us of his being apprehended, 
which will be esteemed a very good service. 
According to my lord’s advice I searched with all possible 
care for Henderson not only at the said places but others. 
In Hoy’s house, a shoemaker, I found he had been harboured 
by their own confession a year since under the name of 
John Shaw. Hoy refused me entrance into his house, 
though I showed him the Lord Chief Justice of England’s 
warrant, after I had broke his doors open, but this saucy 
fellow, who never goes to divine service, pretends to sue me 
for it, because I had not also the Mayor’s warrant. 
I beg your orders, for several Scotch prisoners have on oath 
deposed that Berwick was to have been surprised and that 
11—{19) 
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several townsmen had undertaken to cut the throats of the 
soldiers quartered with them and then with the help of ill 
neighbours on the Borders to have surprised the garrison 
and got the magazine, which my lieutenant was told by several 
of good credit this week at Edinburgh, and you may observe 
that Lord Lundin’s letter intimates a design on Berwick. 
I have shut up the Cowgate and ordered the wickets, which 
before were left open till 10, to be shut at 8. I suffer no 
Scotchmen to pass into England without they have sufficient 
passports according to two proclamations in Scotland and 
suffer no ships to carry any passengers away or land any 
but such as I have a very good account of and take all possible 
care that the inns entertain no suspected persons and I 
have made several searches about an hour after taptow, 
which care I shall continue and more if possible. 1 beg 
your commands about disarming the townsmen, for almost 
every house has a good fusee and other arms, and having 
no barracks in the garrison to lodge our men together in 
but they being lodged severally in burghers’ houses, ’twould 
not have been difficult to have executed their design. I will 
also set a guard at the Scotch gate, which was slighted formerly 
by reason of the breaches in the wall, which is out of the town 
a little towards Scotland but is the only place proper to give 
notice to the garrison of any danger or prevent a surprise. 

I hope our danger is over ; if not, nothing shall be wanting to 
preserve ourselves and do the best service possible. I have 
also writ the same account to our Lieut.-Governor to Blankney.

Capt. Andrew Birch to the Lord Chief Justice. I had lately 
advice from Lord Lundin that the rebels by the help of the 
fanatic burghers of this town and some disaffected Borderers 
had a design to surprise this garrison, to prevent which he gave 
me orders to seize one Henderson, who maintained the corre- 
spondence and was one of the murderers of the late Archbishop 
of St. Andrews. I went immediately to search the house of widow 
Walker on information that he was there and, after setting my 
guards, I sent for John Carvy, a constable, showed your warrant 
and demanded his assistance, which he absolutely refused except 
I had also the Mayor’s warrant, so I was obliged to search alone 
without any aid from the civil magistrate. This happened

lieutenant to Capt. FitzPatrick, are witnesses to what I write. 
The Mayor on my complaint sent the constable to gaol, where he 
lies, expecting your orders. I am extremely importuned by 
several of this town not to represent this to you, but I think it my 
duty to press you to make an example of him, for, though I 
could as having the chief command of the garrison seize or 
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search for these rascals, yet I desire to act by your authority, 
which will be much diminished if a petty constable refuse it. 

Yesterday Bolton, my lieutenant, seized Edward Ord, a 
Nonconformist person lately come from Scotland, and Mr. 
Fenwick, the Mayor, would not without the greatest importunity 
commit or give him the oath of allegiance, which he took, but 
not the oath of supremacy or the test. 

To-day Col. Strother and I met at some distance from the town 
and sent out a party of dragoons, who brought in Henderson I 
mentioned and Andrew Riddall of Tweeddale. I have given an 
account of both to the Lord Chancellor of Scotland. To-day we 
expect another party will bring in the Laird of Pilton, alias 
Coburne (Cockburn), and Henry Askew, a Whig Scots preacher.

I already told you 
that Monroe lately seized in Scotland had owned all the horrid 
conspiracy carried on not only there but here, since which he 
has made a very large confession and is bringing up hither.

On Sunday night a committee of the Lords sat at Whitehall, 
where his Royal Highness was present.

As soon as Monroe is come hither, the letters of Argyle and the 
confessions of his secretary will be made public, which will 
convince all the world of the hellishness of the design.

sally made by the Turks. 

The French Court is returned from Chambord to Fontaine- 
bleau and after spending some short time there will return to 
Versailles. The orders for disbanding the 14,000 horse and 
20,000 foot are not yet put in execution but it is believed they 
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will be suddenly by reason all disputes are adjusted but the 
business of Genoa, which, it is hoped, will be accommodated by 
the interposition of the King of England. 

They write from Holland that Mr. Chudleigh, his Majesty’s 
envoy, has acquainted the States and all the foreign ministers 
that his master is so highly disaffected with the Prince of Orange 
that he had express orders to declare his indignation and that he 
was so far from being obliged to treat with him on any public 
affair that he was not so much as to see him for showing so much 
countenance to the Duke of Monmouth. The Prince of Orange 
is gone from the Hague to Fosdyke and in his passage was obliged 
to pass through Amsterdam, which the magistrates having 
notice of gave orders for preparing a very splendid dinner for 
him, supposing he would be there about that time, but on notice 
that he could not be there so soon they deferred it till evening, 
in hopes he would have accepted, and the Burgomasters were 
got ready to receive him against his coming, but he, to show his 
disaffection to the late proceeding, caused his coachman to go a 
full trot through the town, which being perceived by the Burgo- 
masters they ran after the coach and with much ado the coach 
stopped and, one of the Burgomasters making a speech to the 
end aforesaid, he in a slighting manner told them he was in haste 
and so left the Burgomasters to feast it among themselves. 

Last Tuesday an indictment of high treason was found at 
Kingston sessions against Mr. Rosewell, a Dissenting minister, 
for speaking treason in the pulpit. Two men and two women 
positively swore the words against him and he is to be tried at 
the King’s Bench bar next term.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. The hot report 
mentioned in my last of the taking of Buda is now quite vanished, 
for letters from Vienna of the 5th advise that the besieged 
continue to make a vigorous opposition, that the Seraskier 
Bassaw, after making a false attempt on the camp, retreated 
some few leagues, but next morning, taking advantage of a great 
mist, sent a body of 4,000 chosen horse to convoy 500 horse and 
about 800 foot into the town with a great quantity of meal and 
rice, which design took effect though with the loss of many Turks 
and about 600 Christians, amongst which were many officers of 
quality, and that the besieged having received this supply it 
was believed would defend themselves to extremity and that 
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by reason of continual rains, which extremely incommode the 
Christians, the great fatigue they have so long undergone and 
the near approach of winter, ’tis feared they will be forced to raise 
the siege. 

His Majesty, having advice of the Queen’s being indisposed, 
sent a messenger on purpose to Whitehall to see how she did, 
who found her somewhat better and in a fair way of recovery. 
Last Tuesday his Royal Highness went fox hunting. His 
Majesty has fixed the time of his return for London on Saturday 
sennight, if his resolution alters not. Their Royal Highnesses 
intend for London the Thursday before. 

Though letters from Vienna of the 5th made some doubt of 
succeeding in the siege of Buda, yet those of the 8th (arrived this 
evening) give us hopes of taking it in a few days, the Emperor 
having commanded to press on the siege, cost what it will, and 
the Elector of Bavaria is resolved not to abandon it, though he 
and all his troops should perish there, and letters from the camp 
of the 5th say the Seraskier Bassaw, not daring to make head 
against the Duke of Lorraine, was retired beyond Pont Esseck 
and that the Duke had followed him many leagues and was 
not then returned to the camp and that on the 3rd the Imperial 
and Bavarian forces made an assault on a tower towards the 
river, which action lasted several hours with a great slaughter 
on both sides, but the Christians were repulsed and the Turks 
continued their post, but on the arrival of 4,000 Swabians they 
were resolved to redouble their attacks. Some prisoners taken 
in this assault advise that there is such a disorder amongst the 
officers and soldiers that in a council of war it was resolved that, 
if they were not succoured in eight days, they would take measures 
conformable to their necessities, provisions being so scarce that 
horseflesh is sold for 9 stivers a lb., that the Governor had beheaded 
three or four sophies for giving a true report of the strength of the 
Seraskier’s army, the garrison being much discouraged thereby.

I formerly told you that Sir William Prichard, late Lord Mayor, 
had brought his action against Papillon and Dubois for false 
imprisonment, which is to be tried at the King’s Bench bar this 
term. 

Last Thursday Mr. Cradock and others attend[ed] the Lord 
Mayor and Court of Aldermen about farming the markets of 
London, which had been several times heard before, who proffered 
3,000/. per annum, but Mr. Kilnar, formerly a silk merchant in 
Milk Street, unexpectedly came in and proffered 3,6001. per 
annum, on which they were ordered to withdraw and at last it 
was declared that Mr. Kilnar should have it, he offering to pay 
one half down. 

Yesterday the adjourned sessions were held at the Guildhall, 
where the Dissenters formerly heard there and committed to 
Newgate for not paying their fines appeared. Many of them, 
submitting to the Court, had easy fines laid on them and were 
discharged, others, who stood out refractory, were re-committed. 
The fines of the persons now prisoners in the King’s Bench, which 
were restreated into the Exchequer, are come from thence and 
their estates to be extended, the officers being on the estate of 
Sir Samuel Barnardiston already.

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Sir William Wheler to Lord [Sunderland]. Being informed 
that the Mayor of this town had James Cawan, a proclaimed 
rebel in Scotland, in prison, I asked if he would deliver him up 
to the Scotch officers on demand. He told me he could not do 
that without an express order from the King. I then demanded 
him to deliver him up to me, which he refused, saying he knew 
of nothing laid to his charge. I then desired him to discharge him 
immediately, he being then before us, and I told him I would seize 
him as a traitor, but the Mayor told me he would recommit him 
to prison and afterwards do with him as he thought fit. I, 
perceiving he intended to shuffle him away as they had done 
another since I came here, told him and the Justices there that 
if they would not deliver him to me fairly I would take him by 
force, and thereupon took hold of him and commanded Lieut. 
Holt to carry him to the main-guard, which was done. The 
Mayor and Justices highly resented this as a great breach of their 
privileges and told me they would complain to the King and 
Council. I told them that,’since they would not, I would take care, 
whilst I command here, that Berwick should not be a safe 
receptacle for traitors. I was also informed that Patrick More 
was in custody of a constable only at Tweedmouth and had been 
there a month and that the Justices had refused to deliver him 
up to the Scotch officers sent to demand him without an express 
order from his Majesty. I considering he might easily escape 
sent Ensign Foster to take him from the constable and committed 
him to the garrison’s custody. Mr. Ord came to-day and only 
modestly told me that he thought I had not acted according to 
law. I answered I judged what I had done was for the King’s 
service. I was also informed that James Reston and George 
Turnbul both in the proclamation had sheltered themselves in 
Berwick bounds these two years. I sent an officer to apprehend 
them, which was done, and I intend to go to-morrow to Edinburgh 
and acquaint the Council, and know whether I shall deliver them 
up or dismiss them.

their Doge with three or four of their chief Senators to ask the 
French King’s pardon for the injuries done him by that state will 
save the town and the Genoese seem not willing to comply with 
such hard conditions. 

Our Gazetie says that by letters from Vienna of the 12th there 
was an account brought by an officer on the 9th from the camp 
before Buda that a general storm was resolved on the 12th in a 
council of war. This is confirmed as also that the Seraskier, 
having the benefit of a misty morning, forced the night guards 
and the advanced guards, though with a great slaughter on both 
sides, and put 1,000 or 1,200 men into the place and then retired 
three leagues off, towards whom the Duke of Lorraine advanced 
and the Seraskier retired in his sight and the Duke lodged in 
the camp where the Seraskier lay the night before. They have 
since heard nothing more of him. ‘The siege is carried on by the 
Elector of Bavaria with a great deal of vigour, who has made his 
approaches to the foot of the main wa!! and lodged himself there. 
In the Seraskier’s assault a great many English gentlemen, who 
served as volunteers under Count Daff (? Taaffe), were wounded 
and several killed. We hope our next post but one will bring 
you an account of the taking of this place, for our army cannot 
lie long before it, there being not only a want of bread in the camp, 
so that a brown loaf is sold for 2s. 6d., but the flux and other 
distempers continue to rage violently among them. The un- 
skilfulness of the Germans in making their trenches has been 
the occasion of the death of a great many brave officers. 

To-day the Court of Aldermen met to adjust the business of 
the Orphans’ money and have come to these terms, to have a 
year’s interest of what is past added to the principal and to pay 
the principal without any interest at 6d. in the pound yearly 
till it’s paid, that is, those who have 1001. in the Chamber’s hands 
to receive every year 50s. 
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The Duchess of Portsmouth is now in town and received no 
benefit by the physicians. She is so ill that to-day a letter 
went to his Majesty to acquaint him with it, so that ’tis believed 
he will be here before Saturday. 

Yesterday Goodman, whom I formerly named to you as 
Gentleman of the Horse to the Duchess of Cleveland, was seized 
in her coach by a warrant from the Lord Chief Justice and com- 
mitted to Newgate for having a design to poison the Duke of 
Grafton and some other lords by the help of an Italian, who, 
it seems, discovered him to the Earl of Sunderland. 

His Majesty has knighted Dr. Short and Dr. Witherly. The

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. No foreign post is come 
in since Monday last, so little can be expected from abroad, but 
by letters of the 13th from Venice we are advised that the 
Venetian Armada, having landed near Prevesa and put that 
province for some miles under contribution, embarked their 
soldiers again and went to Suda and brought thence a great 
booty, where they received advice that 27 Turks galleys and 10 
ships, which they were to convoy, were at sea, on which they 
stood after them in hopes to meet them. The Turks live in great 
fear in Candia, for of 5,000 Turks they expected 900 only were 
arrived there. 

From Dalmatia we are told that by the watchfulness of the 
Cossacks no succours can get into Castel Novo, where a Christian 
woman captive there had a design to fire the ammunition but, 
being taken by the Turks, they took off her hands and legs and 
left her body to be eaten by the dogs on the dunghill. 

This morning came a French post, which brings a more exact 
account of the attack made by the Seraskier Bassaw on the 13th 
and adds that several deserters came into the camp and declare 
that, if no relief come in eight days, the soldiers and inhabitants 
were resolved to sally out and make the best of their way. They 
confirm that a thousand men got into the place, notwithstanding 
which success the Duke of Lorraine was resolved to carry the 
place or lay his bones before it. 

This being the first day of term all that passed remarkable is 
as follows. A Habeas corpus was moved for by the Attorney 
General to bring up Mr. Rosewell to plead to his indictment 
to-morrow, another to bring up Mr. Mongomery from Newgate 
and another to bring up Mr. Best from Hertford gaol, all granted. 
A motion made to bring up Mr. Goodman by rule to-morrow was 
granted. Justice Baily and Mr. Haviland being bound to appear 
and their appearance entered but two informations being against 
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them for kidnapping, to which they pleaded Not guilty, they 
stand still on their recognizances. One Hastings on the same 
account stands also. Mr. Forster, a Justice of Cumberland, 
appeared as bound. An information was ordered against him for 
keeping conventicles in his house, for not receiving the Sacrament 
in two years and a half and for not baptizing his children. 
Justice Coole of Lancashire, bound to appear for not doing his 
duty in suppressing conventicles, by reason of his age appeared 
by his attorney. A tipstaff is granted against the Mayor and 
Bailiffs of Berwick for not obeying a Habeas corpus. Sir Peter 
Vandeput and Sir William Gosling this day took the oaths at 
the King’s Bench. About 3 this afternoon his Majesty came to 
town.

An information having 
been brought against Mr. Williams, the late Speaker, for licensing 
Dangerfield’s Narrative, he has pleaded specially to it, saying 
for what he did in Parliament he was not accountable to answer 
before the Court of King’s Bench, so that it will be argued by the 
judges. 

The King, the Duke and the whole Court came to town on 
Thursday, all in very good health. 

At Westminster Mr. Monday, counsel for Mr. Hayes, a linen- 
draper, moved that his prayer might be entered according to the 
Habeas Corpus Act, that in two terms a prisoner is to be tried or 
bailed, and the same was granted. 

Stephen Knowles, one of the late witnesses for Lady Ivy, was 
yesterday brought to Westminster to plead to an information 
of perjury and pleaded Not guilty. Mr. Goodman was brought 
by rule and desired to be bailed. The Lord Chief Justice recited 
to the Court that this Goodman was first a player, that there was 
an accusation against him for a capital offence, that he corrupting 
the prosecutor he unswore it again, on which the grand jury found 
the bill Jgnoramus, and that since a man swore before his lordship 
that Goodman had hired him to poison the Duke of Grafton and 
not only him but the Duke of Northumberland. Goodman had 
five or six there to bail him, one of whom made oath that he was 
worth 1,000/., but the rest would not, for which and other reasons 
the Court remanded him to the King’s Bench prison. Longford, 
a vintner at the Greyhound over against Arundel Buildings, was 
yesterday committed for concealing some who threw squibs into 
gentlemen’s coaches, when the Lord Chief Justice himself hap- 
pening to come by and demanded the vintner to bring him, also 
giving an impudent answer; the Court commanded that order 
be made against throwing squibs on the Lord Mayor’s Day, the 
5 Nov., and the Queen’s birthday for the great mischief that 
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has been done thereby already. There was a Habeas corpus 
to bring up Nathaniel Thompson, the printer, from Newgate, 
who is there for printing some Popish books into English. 

Holland letters advise us that a courier arrived at Vienna with 
letters from the camp before Buda of the 12th which say that the 
general storm is put off till the 15th, it being so long before the 
mines undertaken by the French engineer can be sprung. There 
are three of them and by pipes conveyed to each other they will 
all take fire at the springing of the first. The Duke of Lorraine 
is indisposed and the Prince of Baden is sent to supply his place.

The former 
experiences of your generous disposition make us confident 
to address ourselves to you in a late matter betwixt us and the 
garrison, which was thus. On Monday gone eight days we 
had our quarter sessions, where all the inhabitants in this 
town and the liberties thereof are to appear half yearly, where 
were present Capt. Birch, the then Deputy Governor, and most 
of the officers of the garrison, when it was objected that divers 
living in the out bounds or fields of this borough were Scotch- 
men and were fled from thence and lurked here. We ordered 
that such persons as were suspected should appear, who came, 
except one old man, and answered what could be laid to their 
charge, amongst whom James Cowan, mentioned in the late 
Scotch proclamation, was excepted against, whereupon he was 
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committed to gaol as being one of the roll and continued till 
last Monday, when our adjournment was. After we had 
re-adjourned till Monday next and were coming from the 
Town Hall, Sir William Wheler, then Deputy Governor, and 
Capt. Birch desired us to walk up to Capt. Birch’s chamber, 
where Sir William desired to know what we had done with 
Cowan. We told him that, notwithstanding there was no 
information against him that he was the man mentioned in 
the said roll nor could it be proved against him, we designed 
to take sufficient bond for his appearance within 48 hours, 
when required. Sir William demanded whether we would 
deliver him up if the Council of Scotland sent for him. 
It was answered we could not know safely how to do that, 
but that he should rather be kept in prison. Sir William 
desired he might come before us and the officers to be examined, 
whereupon he was brought and interrogated. Sir William 
asked he might be delivered to him. The man offered to go 
to Edinburgh to answer what should be objected against him, 
for he had formerly been in prison there. All this would not 
satisfy Sir William, but in a passion he rose up before all 
the company, took the prisoner by the shoulder and com- 
manded Lieut. Fielding to take him into custody and secure 
him and would not let our officer take him back to our gaol, 
saying he would answer to the King and Council for what he 
had done. We lay this matter before you, it being of a higher 
nature than we can consider. We have had many affronts 
done by the garrison to our inferior officers.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. Nothing of moment 
passed yesterday at the King’s Bench bar, but a great many 
private motions. Sir James Smith, the new Lord Mayor, came 
to the Exchequer bar in great splendour, where he was sworn, 
after which the Recorder invited the Barons to dine with his 
lordship and afterwards went to the King’s Bench and Common 
Pleas and invited the judges and principal officers of both courts. 

A ketch belonging to Weybridge laden from London was 
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driven into Harwich last Sunday from off Lowestoft, where she 
was at anchor but, a terrible storm arising the Saturday morn- 
ing, was forced to cut and bore for Yarmouth, but met such a 
terrible tempest that a thunderbolt broke his topmast and 
mainyard in pieces, shattered the stern of his boat on the deck, 
tore up the ringbolt the boat was fastened to, tore all his bulk- 
head to pieces, started above twenty trennels and at last broke out 
of the larboard side, where it broke a great hole through. He 
is now at Harwich ashore to be repaired, where thanksgiving was 
that day at the church for their deliverance. 

The account from the camp before Buda of the 13th does not 
agree with the printed relations either of Holland or Flanders, 
for from the camp they say there is a great scarcity there, that 
the general storm cannot be made till the forces of the Elector 
of Bavaria and the Emperor arrive, and that provisions both for 
horse and man are very scarce, though we have the Danube for 
our friend. What want of men there is in the camp you may 
judge, for several regiments which consisted of 800, 700 and 650 
each are now reduced to 150, 70 and 60. <A violent storm broke 
the bridge over the Danube so that four days together there was 
no bread in the camp. This with the extremity of the weather 
and the sickness which rages among us makes us fear that, if 
we have not a very powerful and speedy supply, we must be forced 
to raise the siege. But from Vienna we have an account that 
the besieged made several sallies, but with great loss, many of 
them being killed and some taken prisoners, who, being examined, 
all agree that there is great dissension amongst the besieged and 
that they are in great want, camel flesh being sold for 16 stivers 
a lb. and horse flesh for 22. This account, ’tis said, makes the 
Duke of Lorraine defer the general storm, hoping to have it by 
surrender for want of food. 

The remarkable case between Dr. Pinfold and Mr. Kidd was 
this day argued at Westminster. The action was brought on 
a bond given by Kidd to Pinfold as Official of Doctors’ Commons 
for Nonconformity. Kidd urged by his counsel, Mr. Rotherham, 
that Pinfold had no power to take a bond and Pollexfen for 
Pinfold that he had. The Court gave judgment positively that 
the bond was good and Pinfold had power to take it. A Habeas 
corpus was obtained to bring up Nicholls and Dolby, who, ’tis 
said, were Dr. Oates’ servants.

At the same time the Mayors of Looe, 
Grampound and Tregoney did the same. His lordship returned 
their charters and bade them act according to them till further 
orders. This has been so great a satisfaction to them that ‘tis 
believed all the other corporations in Cornwall will follow their 
examples. The Earl of Bath’s reception at Plymouth is very 
extraordinary, the Mayor and Aldermen waiting on him to all 
places. 

There was a motion yesterday concerning Mr. Weston, the 
minister of the Minories, alleging that, he being a vigorous 
prosecutor of Dissenters, some persons had libelled him that he 
was not qualified according to the Church of England, to which 
he has replied in the Spiritual Court that the Minories church 
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minister there but that notwithstanding they still proceed against 
him in the Spiritual Court, so he prays a prohibition. The Court 
ordered it should be moved again and in the meantime proceedings 
to be stopped. Mr. Shoare, Under-Sheriff of Lincoln, appeared 
in Court, who, being just rising, ordered that he attend again 
to-day. Then, a messenger coming from the Abbey, the Courts 
all rose and the judges went thither, where the Bishop of Rochester 
read prayers and Sill, chaplain to the Bishop of London, preached. 

Dover, 4 Nov.—Above 1,000 sail are come into the harbour 
for safety, besides those that have attempted and were forced 
away. We daily hear of the misfortune of poor men at sea, 
ship-wrecked. Yesterday a pink of about 150 tons attempting 
for our harbour put by the North head and came ashore in the 
Bay and lost her anchors and cables. She belongs to Sunderland 
laden with coals, bound for Bordeaux. The next tide, having 
a great deal of help, they got her off again. 

Sir W. Prichard having brought his action against Mr. Papillon 
for arresting him when he was Lord Mayor, it was this day tried 
at the Guildhall. The declaration was for 10,000/. Keeling, 
the first discoverer of the late conspiracy, being sworn for Sir

General in Scotland. 1. You are carefully to muster all our 
forces when commanded and at every time before they receive 
their pay or oftener as you shall be required. 2. You shall give 
such advertisement to the commanding officer of the troops, 
regiments or companies you are to muster as you shall have 
orders for and we command our officers to give obedience 
accordingly. 3. At every muster the commissioned officers are 
to sign their rolls, whereof you are to give just extracts to the 
Treasurer Principal and Treasurer Deput and to the commander- 
in-chief of the forces. 4. You are to keep an exact register of all 
our forces, bearing every soldier’s name and the place where he 
was born, with the names and designations of his parents, and 
likewise the colour, height, age and shape of the horses are to be 
marked down to the end that at the next muster no change to 
the worse may be admitted, and the captain is hereby commanded 
to give you early notice of the time when any soldier of his troop 
or company shall die or be cashiered or get his pass and also to 
receive none in his or their places till he shall first present him 
or them to the colonel, he being in the same garrison, and in 
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his absence to the commanding officer of the same corps, who is 
to advertise the colonel, without whose order none is to be 
taken on or put off, and thereafter such soldiers are to be enrolled 
in your registers. 5. You are to examine on oath such officers 
or soldiers as you shall have cause to suspect on account of 
false musters. 6. You are to give a certificate to the cashkeeper 
as paymaster of the forces after every muster of the strength 
of any troop and company and of the day of admission of any 
new officer or soldier and the said paymaster is to pay them accord- 
ingly. 7. You are to take special care that the soldiers under 
pay be sufficient able men, fit for service, and that the horsemen 
be well mounted, having able horses of 15/. sterling value at the 
least. 8. You are not to suffer any soldier to pass muster but 
such as have sufficient arms well fixed and in good order. 9. If 
any officer shall present at any muster any soldier not sworn to 
his colours but hired to mislead you and defraud us, you are 
immediately to suspend him till you shall acquaint the com- 
mander-in-chief to the end that he may be tried by a council 
of war. 10. If any of the officers of our castles shall make any 
false musters, you are to cause the soldiers who are the false 
musters to be imprisoned and to acquaint the commander of the 
said castles that he may give us an account of the officer’s fault 
and punish the soldiers. 11. At every muster you are to cause 
all persons as are not effective soldiers but hired to make false 
musters to run the goad-loup (gantlope) before you come off the 
place of muster and, if they be horsemen or dragoons, you are to 
seize their horses and arms for your own use and all such persons 
are to be imprisoned in order to their being further punished. 
12. You are to allow no servants to any foot officers but so many 
as we have given warrant for and such as we have given allowance 
for to the officers of the troop of Guard and officers of dragoons 
as contained in the establishment, and you are to allow no servants 
to be mustered in the other troops of horse but two to a captain 
and one each to a lieutenant and cornet, which servants are all 
to appear at musters well mounted and armed. 13. If any 
soldier shall inform against his officer of a false muster, you are 
immediately to cause 10 crowns to be paid him if a foot soldier, 
but if a dragoon 15 and if a horseman 20, out of the pay of the 
delinquent officers, whom you are to suspend as above and 
acquaint the commander-in-chief. Besides you are to give the 
soldier informing his pass to leave the service and the false muster 
you are to punish as aforesaid. 14. You are at every muster 
to inform yourself how the soldiers are paid and whether any 
part of their money be kept up by the officers after the same is 
paid them by the cashkeeper and, if you discover any such 
abuses, you are to give an account thereof to the Treasurer. 
15. We command all officers to give obedience to these instruc- 
tions and to all articles of war concerning musters.

Yesterday was a 
trial at Serjeants’ Inn in Fleet Street between the King, plaintiff, 
and Col. Whitley, defendant, before the Barons of the Exchequer 
for 30,0001. which it was alleged he had received of the King’s 
money during the time he managed the Post Office. After a 
long hearing, the great counsel of the kingdom being on both 
sides, it being plainly proved he had received money for letters 
from the King, which he ought to have carried free, the Barons 
decreed that he should go to an Auditor and account for the same. 

By a vessel arrived from Dieppe at Weymouth we have the 
following relation. Monsr. Dupin, commander of one of the 
French King’s men-of-war employed for the coast of Guinea, - 
turned pirate and took another French man-of-war and sold her 
at Jamaica, but for this fact was by the French demanded of 
the English and accordingly delivered and brought home to 
Dieppe and then received this sentence, that having four ropes 
tied, one to each hand and foot and those to four boats in the 
sea, on a sign given they were to row all together and draw him 
to pieces and this to be done last Monday. 

From Venice of the 17th past we have advice that the Vene- 
tian Armado was still at Prevesa and their general, Morosini, 
had some thoughts of demolishing that place to render that of 
Santa Maura stronger, into which is put a very strong garrison. 
Great preparations are making there for fitting out twelve galleys, 
two galliasses and four ships, some of which carry eighty pieces 
of ordnance. Commissions are daily given out for making new 
levies, the Senate having resolved to have a very good army in 
the field next spring and that early. General Mocenigo is re- 
called from Dalmatia, the Senate being very much dissatisfied 
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with his proceedings, he having kept all the troops there to small 
purpose and being now forced to leave the poor Greeks to the 
mercy of the Turks till next spring. 

His Majesty of Spain has made Don Pedro Ronquillo, his 
ambassador here, President of his Council, which will be worth 
to him about 3, 0001. per annum.

meeting, which was to be in eight days. 

Yesterday we had advice from Falmouth that the Rainbow, 
an English East.India ship, had been within four leagues of that 
place 29 Nov., but by contrary winds was driven off Scilly, 
where she was then at anchor. The purser and several other 
officers are dead in the voyage. She came from Surat and 
advises that Bombay had revolted from the English and had 
taken some ships from us, but that we had retaken one of about 
16 guns and did not question the subjecting of them in a little 
time. The Dutch in the East Indies are going to war with the 
Persians. ; 

To-day Knowles, that was concerned in Lady Ivy’s business, 
stood on the pillory before the Royal Exchange. 

We have it to-day reported on the Exchange that two eminent 
merchants are gone aside for a considerable sum.

The armies being now 
gone into winter quarters, little can be expected from abroad 
till spring. All that is come is the great preparations making 
on both sides for an early campaign. All our advices from the 
Ottoman territories say that the Grand Signior will be in 
Hungary himself. The rebels in Upper Hungary had got a 
body of 2,000 men together with design to fall on General 
Rabatta’s regiment, which was quartered thereabouts, but they, 
having timely notice of their motion, received them in so good a 
posture that many of the rebels were killed and the rest forced 
to retire. 

Little news is here, save the preparation making for the journey 
of his Royal Highness for Scotland, which will be in February. 
He will stay three weeks in Edinburgh. 

The Old Bailey sessions began yesterday, where, besides the 
Lord Mayor, Recorder and the usual Justices, were the Lord 
Chief Justice Jeffreys and most of the judges, before whom came 
on the trial of Thomas Montgomery before a Middlesex jury 
for killing Mr. Norburne by wounds given him in the Temple 
garden. The King’s witnesses brought it very home on the 
prisoner and, albeit he made a long defence, calling twenty or 
more witnesses, some of them to prove he had no malice against 
the said gentleman, and also some physicians and chirurgeons, 
who endeavoured to make it appear that Mr. Norburne’s passion 
might occasion his death and that his wounds were not in them- 
selves mortal. However, the jury found Mr. Montgomery guilty 
of wilful murder, Mr. Porter was tried for killing Sir James 
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Hackett, the difference between them happening at the playhouse, 
where on some small occasion Mr. Porter drew on and wounded Sir 
James, of which wounds he died, but he was found guilty only 
of manslaughter. Whereas at the last sessions John Wise was 
convicted for that he together with Richard Jones and others 
barbarously murdered Elizabeth Fairbank, widow, for which he 
was executed, the said Richard Jones being since taken was 
yesterday tried and found guilty of the said murder. Thomas 
Williams was tried for killing a boy by striking a tobacco pipe 
into his eye and found guilty only of manslaughter. 

Flanders letters of the 16th advise that the States of the 
several provinces are wholly taken up in raising money for their 
contributions for the French and are forced to put several places 
under military execution to force them to send in their quota. 

Yesterday morning several young gentlemen, who are scholars 
at St. Paul’s school, having their Master with them, waited on 
his Royal Highness, where Lord Dartmouth’s son presented him 
with a paper of their thanks for getting them a play day with 
their hearty prayers for the prosperity of his Majesty and the 
royal family, which his Royal Highness received very kindly 
and gave orders to their Master to be very careful to teach them 
their duty to the Church and Crown. 

I am told that Sir William Turner, who took bail for Sir Robert 
Peyton after he was committed by the Lord Chief Justice’s 
warrant, is fined 1001.

Letters from Flanders 
of the 19th advise that from Saturday morning till Monday 
night last a great tumult happened at Brussels and a gener al 
insurrection of the people was feared, on the nations being 
assembled to give their consent to the impost, which they refused 
unless the extraordinary duties levied on the consumption of 
provisions were taken off and levied on the old foot of ’81. The 
clamour increased and was great among the people on Sunday 
morning, so that the Marquis de Grana, to prevent the ill con- 
sequences, drew together all the horse and foot then in garrison 
and dispersed them into several open places of that city, from 
whence several parties passed to keep the rest in awe. On 
Sunday night the Governor of the town, intending to possess 
the great market place, where the nations were assembled, drew 
thither a party of the garrison with some dragoons, on which 
the Trained Bands, who kept guard in the Stadthouse, would 
oblige them to retire, which they refusing, they fired on each other 
and several were killed on both sides, but the guards and dragoons 
were forced to retire in confusion, which gave an alarm round the 
town and all the generals repaired to Court and his Excellency 
despatched orders to the horse and dragoons at Mons and Ath 
to hasten thither. Some Spaniards were let privately up to 
St. Nicholas’ Church and placed on the top of the steeple with 
hand granadoes and some were thrown among the burghers, 
which so enraged them that early on Monday morning they 
forced the steeple door and obliged the Spaniards to descend 
and then chained up all their strees (? streets) and set a strong 
guard on them and kept the keys of the city gates at the Stadt- 
house, not permitting any gate to be opened. On Tuesday 
morning the drums were beat round the town to call the people 
to their arms and all the shops shut up. On the other hand 
the Marquis de Grana commanded all the soldiers to retire to 
the barracks and that day towards evening several thousands 
appeared in arms and at night they marched in arms to the 
Court, taking one of each of the nations with them and there 
demanded a redress of their grievances, which if not granted they 
thre[ate]ned to proceed to extremity, the Council of State and 
the assembly of the nations sitting all the time endeavouring to 
appease the people but in vain, till at last the Marquis de Grana 
coming out and assuring them that they should have redress 
of their grievances and the new imposition should be taken off, 
they went and dismissed the assembly of the nations and retired 
to their habitations. Thus in a few hours were the Spaniards 
like to have lost the government of Brussels. 

Yesterday Mr. Oates was brought to the Old Bailey from the 
King’s Bench prison to answer another indictment for perjury 
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found against him by the grand jury the day before. It sets 
forth that he in the trial of Ireland, etc., swore that he was at a 
consult at the White Horse tavern with those persons, where the 
death of the King was resolved on, at such a time when in truth 
he was that day at St. Omer. To this he pleaded Not guilty 
and desired a Certiorari might be granted to have it tried at the 
King’s Bench bar, which was allowed, and he was remanded to 
prison. Then he moved that his irons might be taken off, 
urging it was contrary to law, to which he was answered that an 
information had been given that he designed to break gaol, and 
so he was ordered to be kept in safe custody and, if the Marshal 
had done anything contrary to law, he had his action against 
him. Yesterday a Frenchman was convicted for counterfeiting 
guineas. 

From Scotland of the 6th they write that the Privy Council 
have fined several for holding correspondence with the rebels. 
Four were fined 500]. apiece, two 2,500/., and one Maxwell of 
Pollock 8,000/., to be committed till either they pay the fine or 
give security to do it by 1 January.

French letters say 
that the affair of Genoa is not yet ended, that state having not 
yet complied with the Jemands of the French King. ’Tis said 
he designs a journey for Provence in February and before his 
return he will visit those of Genoa to try if he can oblige them to 
accept the terms offered by him. 

Montgomery, St. John and Webb having received sentence 
of death last Saturday, great endeavours were used for getting 
them a pardon, but, I am assured, none is yet passed and a great 
doubt is made whether any will. 

Flanders letters of the 22nd say that all things remain in quiet 
at Brussels and that the nations had consented to the impost 
on beer for six months according to the usual custom and had 
agreed to the ordinary impositions on the consumption of com- 
modities. These letters bring an account from Vienna that the 
Christians left in the garrison of Vicchia (Waitzen) had surrendered 
it on conditions that were not so well observed by the Turks, 
who pillaged and rifled their baggage. They kept not the place 
till the Turks brought cannon before it, but, there being four 
Hungarians in it for one German, they forced the Germans to 
surrender. The Imperialists have quitted and razed Barken 
opposite to Gran to prevent its falling into the hands of the Turks, 
but they maintain a little fort on this side the Danube, which is 
relieved by the garrison of Gran every 24 hours by 25 men in 
boats, the bridge of Gran being broken down. The extremity of 
the weather has forced General Schultz to raise the siege of 
Espires and to distribute his army into winter quarters. 

French letters add that the King had given orders to ail the 
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officers of his Household troops to be ready to march by 4 April, 
resolving to have at sea the next campaign 36 galleys, 14 galliots 
with bombs and 22 men-of-war with all other necessaries, re- 
solving if those of Genoa do not accept his conditions to enter 
their territories with 8,000 horse and 36,000 foot, who have all 
orders to march from Dauphiny, Provence, Languedoc and 
Franche Comté. The Archbishop of Paris has had a long 
conference with the Pope’s nuncio about the business of the 
ecclesiastics and at last told him that, if the Pope did not consent 
to his master’s demands about the revenues of the Church, the 
King would find a way to appropriate them to his own use without 
giving him any account thereof. 

"Tis said here that his Majesty’s ship the Sapphire, Capt. 
Hastings commander, has had an engagement with two Sallee 
men-of-war and took them after a sharp dispute in which Capt. 
Hastings was killed. 

The French post that came in this afternoon brings advice 
that those of Genoa are resolved not to send their Doge. Nothing 
less will serve the French King, so that he has ordered double 
preparations against them by sea and land. His army by land 
will be very strong and commanded by the Duke of Savoy. 

The Seraskier Bassaw, having changed the garrison of Buda, 
is repassed the bridge of Esseck and put his army into winter 
quarters.

in Antrim by Mr. Dobbs. It is observable that both Camlin 
and Caldwell are sheltered by that party, who, if they were 
innocent, would certainly be so far from supporting them that 
they would use all means to bring them in that the odium might 
be taken off themselves. I am likewise informed that among 
the Presbyterians in this country the ordinary sort, that do not 
hold land to the value of 3 or 4 pounds per annum, are seldom 
seen at fairs or markets or anywhere abroad without swords and 
buff belts, which formerly they were not observed to wear, and 
yet it is hardly probable they have brought their designs to that 
ripeness as to be ready to take up arms, but, if some effectual 
course be not taken to suppress their meetings and banish their 
ministers and to prevent the coming over of persons from Scot- 
land that cannot live peaceably there, without doubt they will 
in a little time attempt something that may be dangerous to the 
State, for it is plain that the damnable principles of the sweet

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judicature or the army, therefore ’tis declared that whosoever 
shall own the said declaration or shall refuse to disown it shall 
be tried and executed, all subjects, especially the Southern and 
Western shires, being commanded to be ready to assist in search- 
ing for and apprehending all such persons and, by reason the said 
rebels lurk in secret and are never discerned but in the acts of 
their horrid assassinations, for the remedy thereof all subjects of 
that kingdom both men and women past the age of sixteen are 
required not to travel without certificates of their good principles, 
all heritors, etc., being commanded to convocate all the inhabitants 
on their lands in every parish and bring them before commis- 
sioners appointed by the Council, before whom every person is 
to take this oath: I do hereby abhor, renounce and disown 
the pretended declaration of war lately affixed at several parish 
churches, in so far as it declares a war against his Majesty and 
asserts that it is lawful to kill such as serve him in Church, State 
or any county. Every parish is to subscribe on a large sheet of 
paper and then the commissioners are to give each person the 
following testification, viz., We A. B. do by these testify that C. in 
the parish of D. compeared before us and on his or her solemn 
oath abhorred and renounced the late treasonable apologetical 
declaration, in so far as it declares war against his Majesty and 
asserts that it is lawful to kill all such as serve him, which is to 
serve for a free pass for all times hereafter, but such as travel 
without the said certificate shall be looked on as guilty of the 
treasonable declaration, this proclamation to be read in all parish 
churches and fifteen days after the heritors, etc., are to give in 
their lease to the ministers and all such as shall then be absent 
from their residences and their masters will not engage for their 
appearance by a certain day shall be considered as fugitives, their 
families seized in order to transportation, and their goods inven- 
toried and secured. All innkeepers and other housekeepers are 
commanded not to lodge any person not having the said certificate 
on pain of punishment as resetters of rebels and for the prevention 
of fraud all that have certificates shall be obliged, if required, to 
swear that they are not forged and that they are the persons 
mentioned therein.

The. master reports that Tangier is almost 
built again by the Moors that were beginning to build the walls, 
a frame of timber being set about it already, and that, as soon 
as the summer comes, they will try what they can do about the 
mole, but that is judged an impossible work, it being so ruined 
by Lord Dartmouth that they have but little hopes of perfecting 
it. By this time a peace is agreed with Sallee and a galley was 
riding before the places to sign the articles. 

The patent for the Earl of Rochester being Lord Lieutenant 
is now passed the Great Seal and Colonels Macarthy and Talbot 
have received commissions to command two regiments in 
Ireland. 

Scotch letters advise that several of the rebels who had fixed 
up the late treasonable declaration have been seized by parties 
of the forces sent out by the Privy Council in search of them. 
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French letters say that nothing has hindered the French King 
from giving orders for the march of his forces to the frontiers 
of Italy but the weather, which undoubtedly will be done as soon 
as the frost is over, since those of Genoa defer sending their Doge, 
without which no accommodation will be made notwithstanding 
all the endeavours of most of the foreign princes and states for a 
mitigation of his demands, to which he has declared he will be 
no longer obliged than the end of this month, if those of Genoa 
refuse to accept his conditions in that time. Affairs in Flanders 
are likewise not so well accommodated but that ’tis feared the 
non-performance of the payment of the contributions may 
occasion new disputes and troubles there, since on the one hand 
the French King persists by his resolution that Courtray and 
Oudenarde shall not be evacuated till all the money be paid him, 
whilst on the other the Spaniards declare the impossibility of 
raising the same in the time agreed, offering in the meantime 
sufficient hostages for the due payment of it. 

The Turks continue to make extraordinary preparations for 
the next campaign. They are establishing magazines on the 
frontiers of Croatia, designing to make an incursion into that 
province, as also into Carinthia and Styria, while Count Teckely 
acts in Hungary with a body of Turks and Hungarians. The 
Turks persist in their resolution to succour Neuhausel, to which 
end they have prepared a body of 200 waggons, which are arrived 
at Novograd and are to be escorted by detachments of the 
garrisons of all the frontier places thereabouts. Col. Husler, 
who commands the blockade of Neuhausel, has sent a courier to 
the Emperor to inform him thereof and to demand reinforcements. 

Advice being come to Lyme that their charter was renewed and 
that his Majesty had given an addition of 1001. per annum for 
maintaining their Cobb, it was met by several gentlemen on 
horseback two miles from the town and received by the Trained 
Bands at the town’s end. The Mayor and Aldermen in their 
formalities carried it to the town house, where it was read, after 
which a great shout of God save the King and royal family. 
Then Capt. Alford, who was appointed by his Majesty, was sworn 
Mayor, who gave them a noble entertainment. The day ended 
with firing great guns and several volleys of small shot and the 
night by making bonfires and all expressions of joy.

remove the fair; that last Trinity term at a second trial in the 
Court of Exchequer a second verdict was found in favour of the 
petitioners and that last Michaelmas term the petitioners obtained 
an order in Chancery to keep the fair in its old place, but on the 
desire of the town a third trial was ordered in the Court of King’s 
Bench ; that the town now declines such trial and have not only 
brought a cross bill in Chancery but have procured an information 
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of the nature of a Quo warranto to be filed in the Court of Ex- 
chequer against the Hospital tenant, thereby to take away from 
the Hospital and parson the profits arising from the fair being 
held on the said lands and intending to take greater advantages 
by this suit in his Majesty’s name than they can by any in their 
own and to render the former order and the proceedings at law 
and in Chancery fruitless to the petitioners ; and therefore praying 
an order to the Attorney General that no further proceedings be 
had on the said information.

Would you not 
believe it contrary to the royal law of God To do unto others 
as you would have them do unto you, if the Papist or 
Presbyterians should make spoil of and take away your goods, 
because you cannot for conscience sake be of the Papists’ or 
Presbyterians’ religion? 2. Would you say it was according 
to the royal law of God to be haled from your peaceable 
meetings for worshipping God in his spirit and truth and to 
have your goods taken away through informers and to be 
cast into loathsome prisons to be kept till some of you died, 
because for conscience sake you cannot be of the Papists’, 
Presbyterians’ or Independents’ religion? 3. If the Pres- 
byterians, Independents. or Papists should make you pay 
201. a month or two-thirds of your estaies and bring Qui tam 
writs against you, as.is now against many hundreds of us, 
and cast you into prison and spoil your goods, as now ours 
are, because for conscience sake you cannot join with their 
outward forms of religion, would you say this was according 
to the royal law of God? 4. If the Papists, Presbyterians 
or Independents should banish or imprison you (as many 
of us are now) because you peaceably meet to worship God 
and should call your peaceable meetings seditious con- 
venticles and riots, because you cannot for conscience sake 
join to any of their forms of religion, would you not say that 
this was contrary to the law and the prophets, To love 
their neighbours as themselves, and to the royal law of God 
and the nobility of true Christianity? 5. Would you not 
think it very hard from the Papists, Presbyterians or 
Independents, if they should premunire you and cast your 
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men, women and widows into prison, as many of us are now, 
because for conscience sake you dare not take any oath, though 
your peaceable lives show your allegiance to the King and 
though you are willing to testify the truth with Yea, Yea, 
Nay, Nay, as Christ and the Apostle commands, would you 
say this was according to the law and the prophets in them 
and the royal law of God? 6. Would the bishops and priests 
believe that it was according to the royal law of God and the 
law and the prophets for Papists, Presbyterians or Indepen- 
dents to excommunicate them and cast them into prison, 
because for conscience sake you cannot join to their forms of 
religion ? 

Now I desire you to consider did ever Christ and his apostles 
force any to be of his true religion and worship and, if they 
would not, then give orders to take away their goods and their 
very beds, their corn, cattle, cows, clothes and tools? Did 
He not on the contrary exhort Christians to love one another 
and to love their enemies ? and the apostle says Overcome evil 
with good. Christ told the Jews what the substance was of 
the law and the prophets, To love God above all and their 
neighbour as themselves. Should not all that go by the name 
of Christians show the nobility of true Christianity and 
not one Christian tear another to pieces and spoil his goods 
and cast him into prison, because for conscience sake he 
cannot receive another's form of religion, seeing that Christ 
rebuked his disciples that would have had fire come down to 
consume them that would not receive him. Do you think 
that God accepis the sacrifice or offerings of forced religion 
to save themselves from prison and spoil of their goods 
contrary to their consciences ? Were not the offerings to be 
free will offerings in the time of the law? In the Gospel 
day are not the offerings and sacrifices of the Lord spiritual ? 
Can any man force the spirit of God to that offering and 
sacrifice, for does not the apostle say, Ye are a royal priesthood. 
After Christ was ascended, did ever the apostles, bishops 
or elders give any orders to excommunicate, spoil goods and 
cast any into prison, there to be kept till death, as many of us 
have been that could not conform to their religion ? Therefore 
I desire you in the fear of the Lord to consider these things 
and us, who are under great sufferings, imprisonment and 
spoiling of goods, whether ihis is according to the royal 
law of God and his prophets or the nature of the Lamb 
Christ Jesus and the nobility of true Christianity. If the 
Papists, Presbyterians or Independents should do so to you, 
would you say it would be well in them and according to the 
royal law of God ? 

Postscript.— Where do you ever read that the Jews, when they 

had conquered any nation, did by the law force them to the 
Jewish religion or to be circumcised? or that they cast 
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them into prison, if they would not join with them in Divine 
Service? Where do you read that they made proselytes by 
force or that they became proselytes to save their goods or keep 
themselves out of prison? Yedo not read that, when Abraham 
and Isaac lived in King Abimelech’s country, he forced them 
to his religion. When Abraham went down into Egypt 
and Jacob after him, you do not read that Pharaoh forced 
either of them to his religion. When the Turks conquer any 
nation or take captives, we do not hear that they force them 
to their religion, for the people called Quakers in Algier 
that are taken captive have their liberty to meet to worship 
there without disturbance. Therefore they that bear that 
great and worthy name of Christians should show forth the 
nobility of true Christianity and the nature of the Lamb 
Christ Jesus, which is far above all Turks and heathens.

against the Marshal on account of Lord Purbeck’s escape, alleging 
that the plaintiff did not know how to get it. The Court bid them 
go according to law. 

There was a motion that the appearance of Pettifer, Slauter, 
Gutteridge and Marwood might be recorded. Being asked what 
it was they were bound for, it appeared that in Windsor Forest, 
a place called Bray Wood being about 100 acres lately enclosed, 
these persons came by force of arms and broke down the hedges 
and fences, and, a messenger coming with the Lord Chief Justice’s 
warrant to take Pettifer, he thre[ate]ned to shoot him, so that 
they were all committed to the King’s Bench prison.

Newsletter to John Squire, Newcastle. Yesterday, the 
anniversary for the martyrdom of his late Majesty, was kept here 
very strictly. Nothing of moment passed at Westminster save 
the judges of the King’s Bench and Common Pleas and the 
barons of the Exchequer meeting there and going to Westminster 
Abbey to hear a sermon preached by Dr. Only, the minister of 
St. Margaret’s. 

Several persons have been excommunicated and proceeded 
against in the spiritual courts for not coming to church and 
conforming, Capiases having been taken out against them, one 
of which was served on Peter Kidd, master of the Amsterdam 
coffee-house, by virtue of which they carried him to Wood Street 
Compter, where he now lies. 

From Holland they write that Sir William Waller is made 
Governor of Liinenburg and that he had established an English 
manufacture there. 

From Hamburg they write that the Duke of Zell has surprised 
Marbeck and another considerable post belonging to that city 
and had sent the garrisons in them to Harburg and that at 
Liinenburg he had seized all the Hamburg merchants with their 
effects coming from Leipzig fair. 

Letters from Dublin of the 16th, which arrived here yesterday, 
say that the Duke of Ormonde went to see the new stone bridge 
erecting and laid a stone himself, in which will be this inscription, 
Ormonde Bridge, 1684. He gave several pieces of gold to them. 
Letters from thence of the 25th say that the Countess of Ossory, 
daughter to the Earl of Rochester, died there. 

Letters from Poland advise that an envoy from the Cossacks 
was arrived at that court to acquaint his Majesty that 5,000 
Tartars had made an irruption into the Ukraine and at first had 
made a very great destruction but that afterwards the Cossacks 
having got together in a body attacked them with so much 
vigour that they killed 1,500 and took 400 prisoners, 30 of the 
most considerable of whom the envoy presented to the King. 
They add that the Grand Signior has changed all the principal 
officers in Caminiec and has made Bassaw Ali, an irreconcileable 
enemy to the Poles, Governor thereof. 

From Vienna of the 21st they write that the troops in Hungary 
continue in extreme necessity, insomuch that a great quarrel 
arose betwixt General Serini, who commands the Bavarian 
forces, and Lieut.-General Shultz, by reason that the former 
would have obliged the latter to quit his quarters, that the 
Grand Signior designed all his forces against Hungary and that 
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they will take the field very early, having stored their magazines 
with all necessary provisions for that purpose, but that for want 
thereof the Emperor’s forces will not be able to take the field 
before the middle of May, that the Turks, Tartars and malcon- 
tents are assembling about Visegrad in order to put more pro- 
vision into Neuhausel and that the Archbishop of Gran is 
dead very seasonably and left the Emperor 8 millions in ready 
money. 

What I mentioned in my last concerning Mr. Bridges, etc., is 
true. Next Monday they are to give in their answer, which when 
they have done, you shall have the particulars. Judgment was 
this day given in the great case so long depending between Mr. 
Sands and the East India Company. The four judges of the 
King’s Bench gave their opinions distinctly each [in a] very 
eloquent speech. They all agreed that the King had an absolute 
power by his prerogative to grant his letters patent to certain 
persons to trade beyond sea and to exclude all others, so that 
judgment passed for the Company against Capt. Sands.

When he came out, he called for Follier, his barber, but, before 
he got to the chair, he was taken with a fit of apoplexy and con- 
vulsion, which drew his mouth on one side (this was about 10 
minutes past 8), and he remained in the chair whilst he had three 
fits, which lasted near an hour and a quarter, during which time 
he was senseless. His physicians blooded him and he bled 12 oz. 
freely. Then they cupped him on the head, at which he started 
a little, then they gave him a vomit and a glister and got him 
to bed by 10. He spoke before 1. He called for a China orange 
and some warm sherry, in which time both the vomit and the 
glister wrought very kindly, which his physicians say are very 
good symptoms. He mended from | till 10 last night, when they 
were laying him to rest, his physicians having great hopes that 
the danger of the fit is over, since which that hand they feared 
was dead he of his own accord moved and drank with it and 
complained of soreness, which they say is an extraordinary good 
symptom. Last night sat up with him three Privy Councillors, 
three doctors, three chirurgeons and three apothecaries, and this 
morning Dr. Lower, one of the physicians that sat up, says that 
he rested very well and that naturally and not forced. This 
morning he spoke very heartily, so that now they hope the danger 
of this fit is over. To-day the Sheriffs went to Whitehall by 
order of the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen to inquire of 
his Majesty’s health, who commanded that they should be 
admitted to his presence and told them he had been dangerously 
ill but that, thanks be to God, he was much better and hoped the 
worst was past. 

Last Sunday night Lord Alington, Constable of the Tower, 
died suddenly of an apoplexy. 

Mr. Colson, one of the Coroner’s inquest on the Earl of Essex, 
was brought up to-day by Habeas corpus and pleaded Not guilty 
to an information against him for saying the Earl of Essex was 
murdered and that the foreman of the jury was a weak man and 
that, had the jurors had time, they would have brought in another 
verdict. 

On a motion of the Attorney General Mr. Williams was 
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ordered to join in the demurrer to which he pleaded last term.
